Austin goes fighting fit 
into polio battle 


WITHIN THE NEXT FEW YEARS thousands of people will have been inside this 
Austin 7 tonner. For the dark blue giant has dates to keep all over Britain; in 
busy town centres and tiny villages, at railway stations, factories, dance halls 
and sports grounds. It’s a 13 feet high by 23? feet long mobile vaccination 
unit, only one of its kind in the world. 
Here you see it outside Fulham Football Club ground, and stepping from it 
are 3 men familiar to practically every soccer fan and all who cheer for Fulham. 


Adults and apathy. The Austin’s job? To 
encourage anti-polio injections among the 
up-to-40’s. When lack of response to this 
campaign had doctors worried, Pfizer, 
manufacturing chemists of Sandwich, com- 
missionéd the mobile unit, fitted it, staffed 
it with a nurse and drivers, and offered 
it free to all local medical officers. It is 
booked solid until mid 1962 and in the first 
5 months 15,000 people were treated in it. 
The unit was commissioned in early sum- 
mer when polioriskis greatest. It was need- 
ed urgently. The Folkestone Motor Co. 
Ltd. built the body and handed the vehicle 
over completely fitted within 28 days. 





Thumbs up, from the driver. Since late 
June the vehicle has covered thousands of 
miles, and never been off the road. One 
week perhaps in Bradford, the next 
detouring to avoid low bridges in remote 
Welsh valleys. 

Driving it from the start has been John 
Weatherley, 20 yeass on London buses. 
He says, ““Both my co-driver and myself 
say what a beautiful thing this 7 tonner is 
to drive. For comfort it’s equivalent to 
sitting in a car, It rides very well and we’ve 
had no trouble whatsoever with it. From 
a driver’s point of view it’s a really won- 
derful job.”

-E is almost superfluous to remark that contractors have been sharpening their 

pencils when tendering. Over the past four years construction costs have 
been held steady despite a 14 per cent. increase in wage rates. Material prices 
do not provide the counterbalancing factor since, although there have been 
variations both up and down in the prices of individual materials, the overall 
index of construction material prices discloses the same commendable steadiness 
as that for construction costs. 


Thus, the holding down of construction costs in the face of rising wages 
must be partly a reflection of increased efficiency and partly a reflection of 
keener tendering. On the latter score it is not insignificant that the beginning 
of the “costs plateau” coincides with the introduction of firm price tendering, 
the purpose of which was to save the time and money involved in claiming 
recoverables and to inject some measure of stability in costs generally. 


It was always recognised that firm price tendering was a bargain in which 
both contractors and employing authorities would have to play their part. 
The cost figures indicate that the contractors have fulfilled their side of the 
bargain admirably. But there are growing signs of restiveness among contrac- 
tors that some employing authorities are not playing their part properly. 


For example, it has always been accepted that contractors cannot be 
expected to quote firm prices unless they are given the fullest details of 
the work involved. Yet some employing authorities seem to be demanding 
firm prices for work which is not thoroughly pre-planned. Equally, it was 
recognised that contractors could not be expected to see more than a certain 
way ahead and it was, therefore, agreed that firm price tendering should 
be limited to contracts of up to two years’ duration. But here again, some 
employing authorities seem to be kicking over the traces. 


One way in which the spirit of the time limit is being broken is through 
undue delay in acceptance of tenders. It can be argued that in such circum- 
stances contractors have the remedy in their own hands since they can 
withdraw their tender at any time before acceptance and that in any event 
a court of law would probably hold that a tender lapses after a “reasonable 
time.” But in most cases contractors do not bother to withdraw their 
tenders and simply assume after a reasonable time interval that their tender 
has been unsuccessful. It sometimes happens, however, that at a very late 
stage an employing authority purports to accept such a tender and the 
contractor is then faced with the dilemma as to whether to argue that the 
tender has lapsed, and risk losing his case (and his goodwill) at a court of law. 
In order to avoid such a dilemma, it is clearly advisable that contractors 
should protect themselves by stipulating at the outset that their tender is 
conditional upon acceptance within, say, one month. It is interesting to 
note that the N.F.B.T.E., are considering the preparation of a slip for this 
purpose which could be attached to tenders. 


Time is equally important once the successful tender has been accepted 
in that there should be no undue delay in allowing the contractor to start work. 
But here again delays do occur and the Federation of Civil Engineering 
Contractors some time ago issued an appropriate slip for attachment to 
tenders which gives the contractor the right to withdraw his tender or 
rescind the contract if the order to commence work is not given within three 
months after acceptance, whether provisional or not. 


These points on tendering procedure are not new. The ground has 
been traversed many times by working parties, commissions and committees. 
And yet some employing authorities still disregard them and contractors, 
therefore, quite legitimately must protect themselves. Indeed, the various 
prerequisites to firm price tendering are so fundamental to its continued 
success that there seems to be a case for some formal agreement being reached 
between the organisations representing employing authorities, contractors and 
consultants on the basis that if the prerequisites are not observed then 
the prices shall be subject to variation. 
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A NEW APPROACH TO P.F. ASH CONCRETE 
By A. J. W. Jackson and W. F. Goodridge 


Pulverised fuel ash, also known as fly ash, is a fine grey powder resulting from the 
combustion of pulverised coal. It has cementitious properties similar to the 
pozzolanic materials used in ancient Roman cement, and has for many years been 
used in concrete as a partial replacement for cement, with economic and physical 
advantages. This article describes a new method of designing P.F. ash concrete 
mixes which should yield comparable early strength to ordinary Portland cement 
concrete. Laboratory tests and field trials to evaluate these ideas are detailed. 


T has been shown by many 
laboratories, including the Central 
Electricity Research Laboratory,’ that 
up to 20 per cent. by weight of cement 
in concrete may, with advantage, be re- 
placed by P.F. ash. It is generally 
agreed that used in this way P.F. ash 
concrete has a lower early strength than 
normal Portland cement concrete 
(between 75 per cent. and 85 per cent. 
at 28 days), but a comparable strength 
is achieved at five to six months, and 
thereafter P.F. ash concrete will be 
stronger. 

Recently cases have been reported 
where equal strength has been obtained 
in seven to eight days. This is unusual 
and suggests that the particular P.F. ash

used, or possibly the cement possessed 
superior properties to the materials more 
generally available in this country. 


To overcome the problem of low early 
strength, investigations described herein 
were carried out by the South Eastern 
Division of the Central Electricity 
Generating Board. This work suggested 
a new approach to P.F. ash concrete mix 
design, and to confirm these ideas the 
South Eastern Division collaborated with 
the Sussex Ready Mixed Concrete Co., 
Ltd., and field trials were arranged on the 
site of the latter’s Newhaven plant.

Procedure 


The compressive strength of concrete in 
which P.F. ash had been incorporated was 
tested at various ages, and the require- 
ments of B.S.12:1958 were observed and 
followed throughout these tests. Suffi- 
cient water was added to each mix to 
yield a slump of approximately lin., water/ 
cement ratios being calculated on the basis 
of water to cement only. 

All mixes tested were based on 1:2:4 
mix proportions by weight. Thames 
washed grit and 3/4in. and 3/8in. aggre- 
gates were used and taken from a single 
batch of material. 

For each part of the tests a control 
1:2:4 mix was included in which only 
Portland cement was used. The concrete 
was machine mixed and the method used 
was proved to yield consistent results, All 
cement replacements were by weight, and 
when replacing sand by volume the aim 
was to produce the same volume of final 
mix, the amount of P.F. ash replacing sand 
was not determined by their respective 
densities. 

These experiments were carried out over 
a period of two years and lcwt. sacks 
of cement were purchased locally as re- 
quired for each stage of the tests. 

Test Results 

The compressive strength of the various 
concrete mixes tested as shown below are 
the mean of three 6in. cubes crushed. 

SAND REPLACEMENT ONLY.—Figs. 1 and 
2 illustrate that when sand is replaced by 
weight, since the volume of mix is in- 
creased, the strengths achieved are lower 
than with volume replacement. 

The highest seven-day strength was 
obtained when 50 per cent. of the sand 
was replaced by volume. It is interesting 
to note that this mix incorporates three 
times the amount of P.F. ash normally 
possible with cement replacement only; 
also the P.F, ash/cement ratio is 0.6. 

SAND AND CEMENT REPLACEMENT. — If 
early strength is the only consideration, 
the results given in Fig. 3 indicate that it 
is better to replace sand rather than 
cement by P.F. ash. 

Economically, however, it is more attrac- 
tive to replace cement. In an attempt to 
couple this advantage with the higher 
strength obtained by sand replacement, 
mix 3/4 was included in this stage of the 
tests. Unfortunately, very low seven-day 
strengths resulted, suggesting that the mix 
was overloaded with P.F. ash (P.F. ash/ 
cement ratio 1.0). 

COMBINED SAND AND CEMENT REPLACE- 
MENT.—Although mix 3/4 had _ given 
disapointing results, it was felt that if 
lower percentages of sand and cement were 
replaced, the results would be improved. 
It was decided to limit the maximum 
amount of either cement or sand replaced 
to 20 per cent., and various combinations 
of 10 per cent. and 20 per cent. replace- 
ment were tried. 

Fig. 4 gives the results, and it will be 
seen that all the mixes had high seven-day 
strengths, three of them being at least 
equivalent to the control mix. 7 

In addition mix 4/6 was included, in 
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which 20 per cent. by weight of cement 
and 20 per cent. by volume of sand were 
replaced, and an additional amount of 
P.F. ash was added to increase the P.F. 
ash to cement ratio to 0.6. This mix 
is particularly interesting, for here we not 
only have the economic advantage of 
reducing the cement content by one-fifth, 
but the seven-day strength was 98 per cent, 
of the control mix. ; 

The pattern of high strength was main- 
tained at the later ages, 


P.F. Ash Concrete Mix Design 


Theory 

P.F. ash is known to have pozzolanic 
properties. It is believed that the material 
combines with lime, in the presence of 
water, to form cementitious compounds. 

A chemical reaction is thought to occur 
between the P.F. ash and free lime 
liberated during the hydration of cement, 
and experiments detailed hitherto confirm 
the presence of additional cementitious 
material. 

P.F. ash is virtually insoluble in water 
and the pozzolanic -reaction must, there- 
fore, take place mainly at the surface of 
the P.F. ash particles. For a given P.F. 
ash sample, the pozzolanic activity 
exhibited will depend on the fineness, i.e., 
the surface area available for reaction, and 
the physical state of the surface of the 
particles. However, from a given source, 
such as a modern power station, the P.F. 
ash displays fairly constant activity. 

Portland cement normally’ contains 
about 60 per cent. available lime as calcium 
oxide and it is reasonable to assume, 
therefore, that for the same aggregates 
there is a fairly constant maximum amount 
of a given P.F. ash which can be incor- 
porated in a mix, for a given amount of 
cement present. 

This maximum amount of P.F. ash 
would give the maximum “contribution to 
strength” possible. More P.F, ash would 
only increase the percentage of fines 
present and so reduce the strength. 

The term “contribution to strength”, 
mentioned above, is important for the 
actual strength of a P.F. ash concrete will 
depend on the way in which the P.F. ash 
has been incorporated. 

By replacing sand by P.F. ash, the 
cement—which is the main strength 
factor—remains constant. If, therefore, 
the correct amount of P.F. ash is included 
in the mix, early strengths higher than 
ordinary Portland cement concrete are 
obtained. 

When some of the cement is replaced 
by P.F. ash, there is a deficiency in the 
main strength factor, the pozzolanic 
activity of the P.F. ash must, therefore, 
make good this deficiency if the concrete 
is to compare favourably with normal 
concrete. 

By combining sand and cement replace- 
ment, the correct ratio of P.F. ash to 
cement can be achieved, without seriously 
reducing the cement content of the mix, 

Examination of the results obtained in 
these and other investigations carried out 
by the South Eastern Division suggests 
that the P.F, ash used had an optimum P.F. 
ash to cement ratio of approximately 0.6. 
It seems likely, however, that P.F. ash 
obtained from another source will have a 
different P.F. ash/cement ratio and it is 
necessary, therefore, to determine this 
factor experimentally. 

_ The type of aggregate used may also 
influence the P.F,. ash/cement ratio. 
Particularly with sand replacement, where 
the P.F. ash increases the fines content of 
the mix, the actual strength achieved will 
depend on the percentage fines in the fine 
aggregate. 

_ The required amount of P.F. ash can be 
Incorporated into a mix in three ways— 
by replacing cement. by replacing sand, as 
an addition, or by any combination of 
these. We feel that in order to obtain 
both economic and strength advantages 
of using P.F. ash it is best to replace up 
to 20 per cent. of the cement by weight 
and incorporate the rest of the P.F. ash 
by volume replacement of sand. 

_ In designing a P.F, ash/concrete mix it 
1S essential to aim for the minimum work 
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ability; the water content is very important 
and should be carefully controlled, 
Practical Application 
(a) In order to apply the ideas outlined 
above it is necessary first to decide 
which aggregates, cement and P.F. ash 
are going to be used and then using 
these materials, determine experi- 
mentally the P.F. ash/sand volume 
replacement factor, and the P.F. ash/ 
cement ratio. The following methods 
are suggested: 
P.F. AsH/SAND VOLUME REPLACE- 
MENT FACTOR 
A small mix consisting of aggregates 
and cement in any desired porpor- 
tions is first made and the volume 
determined. A _ similar mix com- 
posed of the same materials in the 
same weight proportions but with 
only half the amount of the fine 
aggregate is then made and sufficient 
P.F. ash added to yield the same 
volume as the P.F. ash free mix. 
Then the P.F. ash/sand volume re- 
placement factor= 
weight of P.F. ash added 











weight of fine aggregate replaced 


P.F, ASH CEMENT RATIO 

(1) A control mix consisting of 
cement and aggregates in suitable 
proportions, say 1:2:4 by weight 
should be made and at least six 
6in. concrete test cubes should 
be cast from it. 

(2) Several P.F. ash mixes should be 
made in which the P.F. ash/ 
cement ratio is varied from 0.4 to 
0.8 or, at least, covering the range 
0.5 to 0.7. These mixes should 
be based on the control mix and 
it is suggested that the P.F. ash 
should be incorporated by re- 
placing 20 per cent. of the cement 
by weight and the balance re- 
placing sand by volume, using 
P.F. ash/sand factor determined 
above. At least six 6in. cubes 
should be made from each of 
these mixes. 

(3) The cubes should all be cured in 

water under the same conditions 
and at least three of each set 
should be tested at seven days 
for compressive strength and, if 
possible, a further three at 28 
days. 
The required P.F. ash/cement 
ratio is then the ratio giving the 
highest early (seven-day) strength. 
The 28-day results are merely 
required to provide a check on 
the seven-day results, 

(b) Using the same aggregates and the two 
factors determined above a P.F. ash 
concrete mix based on any mix pro- 
portions can then be designed. It is 
recommended that the amount of 
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cement replaced by P.F. ash should 
be limited to 20 per cent. by weight, 
the balance of the P.F. ash being in- 
corporated by replacing sand by 
volume. 

For high strength work 10 per cent. 
cement replacement may be preferred. 
The following two examples illustrate 
the method of mix design: 


Example 1 

Basic mix—1:2:4 mix proportions by 
weight. 

P.F. ash/sand volume _ replacement 
factor = 0.6 

P.F. ash/cement ratio = 0.6 


Agreed amount of cement to be re- 
placed —10 per cent. by weight 

Therefore, amount of cement remaining 
in the mix = 0.9 parts 

Amount of P.F. ash to be incorporated

No. 1 roadway has been used by 15/20- 
ton vehicles, No. 2 roadway by 8/10-ton 
vehicles, and the No. 3 roadway forms 
part of a turning area for a hydraulically 
operated shovel. 

No. 1 roadway was reinforced with a 
standard B.S. 6in. mesh. 

These roadways were placed in three 
phases in the presence of county engineers, 
members of the Institution of Highway 
Engineers, and representatives from 
Ministry of Works, D.S.LR. Building 
Research Station, Watford, public works 
consultants and contractors. 

Six-inch concrete test cubes were taken 
from each mix and were tested for com- 
pressive strength at seven days by the 
Brighton Technical College. In October, 
1960, after one year, 6in. cores were cut 
and tested for compressive strength by 
Geo. Wimpey and Co., Ltd., Central 
Laboratory, Southall. The results are given 
in Table 1.

Daily Mirror’s New 


Headquarters 


HE design and construction of the 
new Daily Mirror building at 
Holborn Circus, London, presented a 
number of virtually unique problems 
due to the nature of the equipment and 
the activities that were to be housed. 
The basic requirement was to accomo- 
date a newspaper printing works and a 
large head office in one structure, on a 
site that was greatly restricted by 
existing buildings and roads. 

In effect, the project has been tailor- 
made to the exacting specifications of the 
publishers. Every detail of layout, plant, 
machinery, furnishings and services has 
been individually considered and planned 
to create what is said to be the most 
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Daily Mirror building, Holborn Circus 


modern newspaper printing works in the 
world. 

The site area of just over an acre was 
formerly occupied by a store—destroyed 
by enemy action in the war. Because of 
the importance of the site position and 
the dominating size of the building, the 
City Corporation and the Royal Fine Art 
Commission, together with other public 
authorities, were actively concerned in the 
planning stages relating to the shape, size, 
exterior finish and design of the whole 
project. 

There are 18 floor levels in the building, 
including the ground mezzanine floor and 
the tower plant room mezzanine floor. 


The four basements cover the site area. 
The ground and first three floors again 
cover most of the site 
and form a platform 
for the tower floors 
which reach to a total 
height of 169ft. above 
street level. 

Exterior finishes of 
the building were 
selected in consulta- 
tion with the Royal 
Fine Art Commission 
and specialist design 
consultants. 

The ground floor 
exterior is faced with 
slabs of dark green 
Westmorland slate. 
Above this, on the 
flank walls, are light 
grey vitreous 
enamelled panels 
underlining the win- 
dows—jin_ contrast, 
the north flank walls 
are faced with white 
marble. Above the 
third floor, the tower 
block presents a con- 
trast of shining win- 
dows, underlined by 
further rows of 
vitreous enamelled 
panels—in this case 
the colour is red. 

The north and 
south faces of the

tower are finished with cream-coloured 
Derbyshire spar. On the north face of the 
tower there are no windows and the surface 
presents an unbroken, unifying area of 
colour and texture from street level to 
the top of the building. 


Floor Contents 


The four basements contain the Press 
Hall, extending from the fourth basement, 
45ft. below street level, to the underside 
of the first basement. This houses the two 
press lines (three further press lines are 
to be installed). Each of these lines is 
162ft. long by 25ft. high and each weighs 
approximately 820 tons. Running at 
normal speed each line can produce at the 
rate of 320,000 newspapers per hour. 

The surrounding areas contain the Plate 
Casting Foundry, large ventilating plants, 
paper reel storage areas (capable of holding 
1,000 tons of paper), five tanks holding a 
total of 50 tons of black news ink, and 
areas for electrical equipment, toilets and 
locker rooms, newspaper conveyors, oil 
storage tanks and associated offices and 
workrooms. 

The ground floor has a Main Entrance 
and Exhibition Hall on the north-west 
corner—the works entrance is on the 
south-east. An internal roadway of 20,000 
sq. ft. surrounds the Lower Publishing 
Room, located in the centre of this floor. 

Above this ground level there are the 
mezzanine floors, which contain the in- 
ternal Fire Services Control Room, Pub- 
lishing Offices and sundry equipment and 
work areas. 

The main areas of the first floor above 
ground level are devoted to a large Canteen, 
the Upper Publishing Room, the equipment 
of the telephone system and the Telephone 
Exchange Room. 

The second floor houses the production 
departments that make up the material for 
the newspaper printing plates, i.e., the 
Composing Room, the Process Engraving 
Department, the Moulding Foundry and 
associated areas. A Medical Centre is also 
located on this floor. 

The third floor contains the main Edi- 
torial Offices of the Daily Mirror and

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In Parliament 
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COMPETITION FOR GOVERNMENT’S NEW 


BUILDING AT 


TTVHE Minister of Works, Lord John 

Hope, announced in the Commons 
last week that an open architectural 
competition is to be held for the design 
of a Government building at Broad 
Sanctuary, Westminster. 

A prize of £3,000 will be awarded to 
the architect whose design is placed first, 
with prizes of £1,500 and £1,000 for the 
entries placed second and third. Schemes 
submitted must be capable of completion 
at a cost of not more than £800,000, and 
it is hoped that a building contract will 
be let early in 1963 with completion by the 
end of 1964. 

Questioned by Mr. Wall, the Minister 
said that the building would provide 
offices for two or three small Government 
Departments, and a conference centre 
to replace the accommodation at 10 
Carlton House Terrace. The competition 
assessors were Sir William Holford, 
president of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, Sir Leslie Martin and Mr. Eric 
Bedford, chief architect at his Ministry. 


Generating Costs 

Mr. Ridley asked the Minister of Power 
what was the average cost of electricity 
generated per unit at the most modern 
coal-fired power stations; and what the 
cost was expected to be at the nuclear 
power station to be built at Wylfa, 
Anglesey. 

Replied Mr. Richard Wood: Depending 
on the distance from the coalfields of coal- 
fired stations to be commissioned at about 
the same time as the proposed nuclear 
station at Wylfa, the cost of conventional 
generation at base load seems likely to 
be between 0:5d. and 0°6d. a unit. It is 
too early to give a figure for Wylfa, as the 
tender specification has not yet been

Tower Floors 


The fourth floor marks the beginning of 
the tower block, and this floor, together 
with floors 5, 6, 7, 8 and 10, are all office 
floors. 

The 9th floor contains the Chairman’s 
and some of the Directors’ office suites, 
the Boardroom and the senior executives’ 
Dining Room. 

The 11th floor and its mezzanine con- 
tain the main plant and equipment of the 
building services. 


Special Features 


_ Special features—relating to construc- 
tion, equipment, working methods and 
general design—have been incorporated 
throughout the building. For example the 
unusual arrangement whereby the heavy, 
bulky building services plant is housed on 
the 30ft. high top floor of the building 
instead of in the basement, has been 
governed by the demand for production 
and storage space in the basements. 

An interesting structural feature is the 
suspended first basement floor. This is 
hung from the ground floor—thus the 
second basement floor has been freed of 
supporting columns, increasing its storage 
capacity of newspaper reels. 

A central false floor has been laid over 
the suspended floor and, in the intervening 
space, the mass of ventilating ducts for the 
Press Hall ventilation has been installed. 

For the 3,000 persons employed in the 
building, six passenger lifts, with an 
operating speed of 700 f.p.m., have been 
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issued, but the cost is not expected to be 
above this range. 

Mr. Ridley: Does that mean that we are 
already reaching the break-even point 
between conventional and nuclear power 
generation, or will do so at the station at 
Wylfa when it is completed? 

Mr. Wood: No, Sir. It does not mean 
quite that, because although the cost of 
generating or operating at nuclear stations 
may be below that at conventional stations, 
the capital cost of nuclear stations is very 
much higher, and the break-even point will 
not be reached for some time. 


Green Belt Area, Leek 

The Minister of Housing and Local 
Government was asked by Mr. Harold 
Davies if he would state the number of 
acres of land which had been released for 
building or other development from the 
green belt area in the Leek constituency. 


Replying, Mr. Henry Brooke said that 
this green belt was still only in the sketch 
plan stage. He did not know what per- 
missions might have been given to develop 
land intended to be included in the belt, 
as this was a matter for planning authori- 
ties. 


Accidents 

Mr. Boyden asked the Minister of Labour 
how many new schemes for training 
young persons in safety measures had been 
started in the building and civil engineer- 
ing industries since the issue of Command 
Paper No. 953 in February, 1960. 

Replied Mr. John Hare: There were 
fewer accidents of this kind in 1959 than 
in 1958. Until the analysis of the 1960 
figures is complete I cannot say whether 
the improvement has been maintained. 


Mr. Boyden: While that represents some 


installed. These lifts are automatically 
controlled and provide a service that is 
adjusted in relation to the number of land- 
ing calls and the number of passengers in 
the lifts at any one time. This system 
reduces waiting time to a minimum as the 
nearest car travelling in the required 
direction is stopped to pick up a landing 
call registered in that direction.

On the 10th floor, immediately below the 
Plant Room, a ceiling suspended on springs 
and containing a variety of acoustic 
materials has been installed. 

This prevents the noise emitted by the 
equipment on the top floor from disturbing 
the personnel in the offices below. 


Heating and Ventilation 


All office floors are heated by convector 
heaters set in the perimeter walls. These 
are thermostatically controlled but also 
have manual controls for individual 
adjustment. 

Ventilation is mechanically provided in 
all basements, the ground floor and the 
first three floors. In the lower super- 
structure this ventilation is provided at 
general intervals of 9ft.-15ft. and gives 
6-10 air changes per hour. 


Interior Decoration 


A feature of the whole building is to 
be seen in the extensive use of colour 
on ceilings, walls and floors—all floors 
have individually designed colour and 
finishing schemes. Coloured ceramic tiling 
has also been extensively applied to walls 
not only for decorative purposes as in the 
lift lobbies but also in all toilets, the can- 
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progress, does not the right hon. Gentle. 
man think that a very much greater effort 
is needed? This Report said that there 
was not a large number of schemes to 
cope with safety for young people. With 
the bulge problem this becomes even more 
important.

Relief Road, Newbury

the local authorities. The scheme, the 
minister added, was estimated to cost 
about £600,000, and he had asked the 
local authorities to contribute towards the 
cost. He could not say when construction 
would begin. 


Glamorgan Improvement Schemes 

In another written answer, Mr. Marples 
informed Mr. Morris that Glamorgan 
County Council had submitted 125 road 
improvement schemes to a total value of 
about £4 million for the current and next 
financial year. He hoped to approve some 
20 schemes to a total value of about £1 
million. 


Welsh Motorways 

The Minister rejected a request from 
Mr. Gower for a larger programme of 
motorway construction in Wales. He said 
substantial provision was being made for 
the industrial needs of the country by the 
construction or reconstruction of the main 
all-purpose trunk roads. In addition, Welsh 
industry would derive great benefit from 
such motorway projects as the Ross Spur 
and the Severn Bridge.

The Main Entrance Hall also acts as an 
Exhibition Hall and provides extensive dis- 
play facilities over the whole of the rear 
wall. <A special exhibit display position 
is located on the right-hand side and the 
whole area can be viewed through the 
large plate glass frontage of the main 
entrance. : 

An open area, designed as a_ public 
amenity, is located on the north-east 
corner of the site. It is reached by steps 
from Holborn Circus, From this open 
area a covered passageway leads down 
the side of the building. On the interior 
wall large plate glass windows look on 
to the interior road of the building.

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MATERIALS HANDLING ON BUILDING SITES 
London Building Productivity Committee’s Study Group’s Report 


” the course of general discussions 
on productivity it became clear to 
the London Building Productivity Com- 
mittee that there was considerable need 
for a study of the problems of the hand- 
ling of materials on building sites. 
Since these problems are closely linked 
with methods of supply and of manu- 
facture, a representative Study Group 
was formed and its report which follows 
is issued by the London Building Pro- 
ductivity Committee. 

The Study Group was set up towards 
the end of 1959 and comprised representa- 
tives from the National Council of Build- 
ing Material Producers, Building Industry 
Distributors and the London Master 
Builders Association “under the _ inde- 
pendent chairmanship of Mr. A. G. Miles. 
During the first three meetings memoranda 
were considered from the three associa- 
tions resulting from inquiry of members, 
and the Study Group reached certain con- 
clusions, which have been collated and 
embodied in this report, which was agreed 
at a meeting on December 21, 1960. 

The Study Group found itself in some 
difficulty at several points because of the 
uncertainty as to the level at which any 
“Notes for Guidance” might be issued as 
a result of its findings. Some of the points 
which give rise to site difficulties appear 
to be of such a basic character that the 
L.B.P.C. might feel inclined, after study 
of the report, to issue “Notes for 
Guidance” not only for management but 
also for site agents and foremen. Ele- 
mentary aspects giving rise to difficulties 
in materials handling have been included 
with this possibility in view. 

The Group is conscious that its delibera- 
tions have mainly resulted in “high- 
lighting” a number of problems worthy of 
detailed consideration. It is considered 
that the closer examination and search for 
solutions that many of such problems 
require should be undertaken by the 
specialists concerned with each particular 
type of material or operation. 

Organisation 

Site Layout 

The attention of the Group was drawn 
to the great importance of efficient and 
early layout of site roads and _ storage 
accommodation and to the inadequate 
attention frequently given to this subject. 
The necessity of this aspect of planning 
is obvious, but the Group would emphasise 
the savings which can be effected by early 
planning and provision of site roads and 
storage leading to the avoidance of con- 
gestion and easy movement and speedy 
release of lorries. 

Planning Deliveries 

The planning and scheduling of delivery 
requirements require much greater atten- 
tion. Early preparation of such schedules 
would reduce delays in delivery, improve 
maintenance of delivery dates and provide 
information for site staff to prepare for 
reception and storage of materials. 

The co-operation of the architect in 
making early decisions is obviously 
essential so that such planning and 
scheduling is possible. 

The client or building owner should be 
instructed about the urgent necessity for 
decisions at the commencement of the 
contract. 

It should be standard practice for site 
staff to be supvlied with copies of all 
delivery schedules and orders. Even 
where schedules are used at present, sites 
are not as fully informed as is desirable. 

Much closer liaison should be established 
and maintained between builders and 
suppliers’ representatives: programmes and 
advance schedules should be jointly pre- 
pared so that there is responsibility on 
both builder and supplier. Personal con- 


tact between representatives of builder and 
supplier provides the best means for the 
necessary flexibility and adjustment of 
plans to meet changing site requirements. 
Notice of Deliveries 

Routine warning of forthcoming de- 
liveries by suppliers of items requiring site 
labour for unloading should be given to 
general foremen or site agents. 
Documentation 

Arrangements for the signing of receipts 
for materials delivered to the site should 
be clearly defined. 

The person or persons responsible for 
acceptance and authorised to sign for 
materials delivered should be named and 
available. It might be appropriate for 
their names to be published on a notice 
displayed at the point of delivery. Lorry 
drivers should be instructed to accept a 
signature only from an authorised person. 

Adequate time should be allowed for 
unloading of lorries, inspection and check- 
ing of materials. 

Contractual Responsibilities 
“Delivered” 

The Study Group spent a considerable 
amount of time discussing the point at 
which goods are “delivered” and the 
responsibilities of the parties involved. It 
acknowledged that the rather loose situa- 
tion which exists does lead at times to 
misunderstandings, but was of the opinion 
that any attempt at a specific definition 
of the different responsibilities might 
create more problems than it solved. 

On small sites, maintenance and altera- 
tion jobs and the like, deliveries are 
frequently requested to include labour for 
unloading and carrying in. This service 
is frequently provided free by the 
suppliers, 

Storage 

Arrangements for storage of materials 
(including those of sub-contractors), liable 
to deterioration, breakage and damage are 


frequently very unsatisfactory; manu- 
facturers’ advice should always’ be 
observed. 


More specific detailing of storage re- 
quirements should be included in the 
contract documents (Bill of Quantities). 
It is not sufficient to state “Provide neces- 
sary sheds.” The size, purpose and number 
of sheds to be provided for main con- 
tractors’ and sub-contractors’ use should 
be given in detail. Attention should also 
be paid to the phasing of deliveries so 
that storage facilities may be used with 
economy and efficiency. 
Green Form for Use 

Suppliers 

More use should be made of the “Form 
of Tender for Use by Nominated Sup- 
pliers” (Green Form). This form is issued 
under the sanction of the R.I.B.A., R.I.C.S. 
and N.F.B.T.E. and after discussions with 
the National Council of Building Material 
Producers. Attention of all parties should 
be directed in particular to Clause 5 
relating to replacment, etc., of defective 
goods, paragraph (ii) of which reads: 


“ 


by Nominated 


. provided that: Such defects are due 
solely to defective workmanship or material 
in the goods supplied by us and shall not 
have been caused by improper storage on 
the site or by misuse or by any act or 
neglect of either of the parties to the Main 
Contract or of any persons for whom they 
may be responsible.” 


Sub-contractors’ Materials 

The Study Group particularly noted the 
difficulties which can arise in respect of 
sub-contractors’ materials and the need for 
careful planning between main contractor, 
sub-contractor and sub-contractors’ sup- 
pliers. 

There should be a 
main contractors 


clear definition to 
and sub-contractors at 


tender stage as to their respective responsi- 
bilities, 

The handling of sub-contractors’ 
materials by contractors involves duplica- 
tion of responsibility and is not generally 
satisfactory. Large quantities of materials 
flowing on to the site during the course of 
a contract necessitate frequent calls for 
labour for off-loading, and it may be diffi- 
cult or inconvenient for main contractors 
to arrange labour for off-loading for sub- 
contractors at the precise moment of 
delivery. Sub-contractors should be 
obliged to give adequate notice of de- 
liveries and where site labour for unloading 
is needed, liaison with site staff is 
imperative. 


Unloading: Site Arrangements 


Access 

In congested areas builders and suppliers 
should give close attention to phased 
deliveries in accordance with a plan and 
in consultation with the police. An im- 
portant factor is that a recent amendment 
of Clause 26 of the Road Traffic Act 1960 
gives local authorities freedom to intro- 
duce a complete ban on loading and 
unloading in any street or district. Atten- 
tion should be paid to possible arrange- 
ments for delivery at “off peak” periods. 
In congested areas, where use of ready- 
mixed concrete is contemplated, the diffi- 
culty of timing such deliveries accurately 
should not be overlooked. Consideration 
was given to the suggestion that there 
might be night deliveries for specially con- 
gested areas such as Central London, but 
it was concluded that this is a matter for 
individual contractors and suppliers in 
relation to particular materials and con- 
tracts. For instance, sand and gravel 
suppliers are not usually willing to operate 
pits at night. 
Off-street Loading 

In congested areas, planning of works 
should include provision of facilities for 
parking and unloading off the public roads 
whenever possible. These may provide 
an alternative to “off-peak” deliveries. It 
should be remembered that police regula- 
tions may influence cost and choice of 
mode of delivery. 


Method of Delivery 


Mechanical Handling 

Discussions ranged over the whole field 
of methods of delivery which is linked to 
mechanical handling both at loading point 
as well as at site reception, and these 
discussions included the increasing use of 
bulk supplies and packaging. 

Efficiency of handling could be improved 
by close liaison between supplier and con- 
tractor regarding provision of suitable 
mechanical handling equipment on sites in 
relation to loading methods. Thus, apart 
from “packaged bricks,” many manufac- 
turers have adopted the open pallet 
arrangement or skips for delivery to sites 
where a tower crane has been erected or a 
fork lift truck is available. 

Procedure for unloading must depend 
upon co-ordination between lorry design 
and loading, with mechanical handling 
equipment on lorry or on site. 

The use of mechanical handling equip- 
ment on building sites is still very limited, 
and the development of complementary 
equipment to take advantage of such aids 
as exist offers a fruitful field for research. 
Where such equipment does not exist on 
the site ease of unloading could be 
facilitated by the further development and 
greater use of mechanical facilities on 
vehicles. 


Suggested Code of Procedure for Mechani- 
cal Handling 
It is considered desirable that there 
should be prepared and agreed jointly be- 
tween manufacturers, suppliers and con- 
tractors a “Code” for design of vehicles 
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and mechanical handling equipment for 
facilitating the mechanical loading and 
unloading of building materials. Con- 
sideration should be given to requirements 
for special vehicles, e.g., ready-mixed con- 
crete lorries with incorporated pumps or 
extending conveyor and chute for delivery, 
movable floors for lorries, tippers, pallet- 
ing, cranes on lorries and on site and so on, 

A special Study Group might be set up 
for the preparation of such a_ code 
differentiating between various conditions, 
and with which the Federation of Manu- 
facturers of Construction Plant should be 
actively associated. It is understood that 
the National Joint Committee on Materials 
Handling is likely to be willing to co- 
operate with the London Building Pro- 
ductivity Committee in this respect. As 
an example, the large site, crane serviced, 
would have quite different requirements 
from one where the site would not justify 
the expense of extensive mechanical hand- 
ling equipment. In the latter there would 
be obvious advantage in having mechanical 
handling equipment incorporated with the 
delivery lorries. 


Supply: Packaging and Labelling 


Ironmongery 

The problem of the most efficient 
method of packaging and labelling of iron- 
mongery should receive close attention. 

The delivery of such items as door 
furniture, bolts, locks, etc., each delivered 
in dozen lots or more and requiring 
possibly four or more different types of 
screws or other fixings, involves a con- 
siderable (hidden) site expense. 

It is considered that the assembly into 
units, each with its fixings, could be more 
efficiently done before delivery and this 
requirement of unit assembly should be 
part of the inquiry specification. 

Study of this problem should include 
its extension in the case of large repetitive 
units to include the provision of complete 
prepacked units for each door, window or 
other fitting. 

The provision of assembly instructions 
with any necessary illustrations for 
unusual or new types of ironmongery is 
often inadequate, and improvement in the 
information and its inclusion with each 
unit should be standard procedure. 


Metal Windows 


Metal windows should be_ supplied 
clearly labelled with type clearly marked 
on the frames instead of on easily 
detached metal tags. There should be 
legible labelling, preferably by colour, to 
describe left and right hand on top external 
corners. In the case of large and heavy 
frames there should be clear indication 
where to sling when lifting, to avoid dis- 
tortion. 

The Group discussed the desirability of 
arranging supply of metal windows pack- 
aged in the order required instead of 
banded in sets of six or so in accordance 
with usual practice, but it is understood 
that the practice of packaging varies be- 
tween standard and purpose made win- 
dows. The former are usually delivered 
in packages of one type, clearly labelled 
outside so that the contractor can identify 
them at a glance, the latter usually 
arranged according to order required on 
site. It would appear that the most im- 
portant provision is to ensure that the 
packaged items should be clearly labelled 
on the outside for easy identification, and 
so that the labels are not easily defaced 
or detached. 

Sanitary Goods 

The Group was very strongly of the 
opinion that it is desirable for maximum 
efficiency for sanitary goods to be speci- 
fied, ordered and delivered as suites. The 
practice for example of w.c. suites arriving 
on the site as a number of separate items, 
such as w.c. pedestal from one maker, 
cistern from another, flush pipes from 
another, ball valve and brass work from 
another source and the seat from some- 
body else, is very unsatisfactory, is waste- 
ful of labour on site and inevitably results 
in a waste of material. 

This waste, it is considered, arises from 
the mode of inquiry, because if there is 
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no requirement for the goods to be 
delivered as suites, the suppliers may ob- 
tain the various components from a 
number of different sources and have them 
delivered direct to site from each source. 
This practice is chiefly confined to housing 
projects of all kinds, and it is recom- 
mended that public and statutory authori- 
ties and other sponsors of such schemes 
should be invited to consider the ordering 
of sanitary equipment for delivery as com- 
plete units. 

Builders suggested the desirability of 
packaging sanitary goods in straw-filled 
cardboard boxes with steel banding to 
prevent damage on site, but the manu- 
facturers consider this suggestion not very 
practical, because of size and weight; 
moreover, hiding of the nature of contents 
would probably lead to careless handling 
and resulting damage. It is considered 
that careful labelling of items without out- 
side packing is more satisfactory. There 
seems, however, to be a case for light- 
weight timber packing frames or crating. 
Drain Goods 

Strong packaging of sa!t-glazed pipes in 
multi-tiered pallets of up to two tons of 
material would facilitate mechanical off- 
loading. 

Pitch fibre pipes are banded in groups 
of 25, which are generally too heavy for 
off-loading without breaking the band. 
Consideration should be given to pack- 
aging in smaller numbers. 

Timber 

Discussion revealed that house builders 
in particular and builders generally would 
welcome a service of supply by suppliers 
in “specified lots,” ie., by sizes and 


lengths. Such a service could, however, 
be used efficiently only by adequate 
advance planning and avoidance of 
changes. 


It was agreed that there is room for 
research into the question of delivery of 


strapped parcels for easy crane handling. 


Joinery 

Delivery of doors and joinery should be 
scheduled so that they arrive on site in 
the order required. They should be off- 
loaded as near as possible to the point 
where they are required. The suppliers 
stress the necessity for more accurate 
schedules than are usually supplied at 
present. Quite frequently, joinery for which 
considerable effort has been made to 
deliver up to time, lies on site for a year 
or so before use. Every care should be 
taken to ensure reliability of the delivery 
schedule and to avoid asking joinery manu- 
facturers to suspend scheduled deliveries 
since they rarely have extensive storage 
space and congestion of working space 
hinders production. 

Packaging of stock doors and frames 
in batches of say six, would facilitate 
movement on site. Arrises should be pro- 
tected to avoid damage by slings and 
chains. There is need for better and 
clearer labelling of items for easy identifi- 
cation and disposal. The manufacturers, 
it is understood, would fall in with any 
requests about labelling if these instruc- 
tion are given to them at the time of 
ordering. 

Bricks 

The builders would prefer in many cases 
to use packaged bricks, but have con- 
sidered the additional cost rather high. 
Inquiry has indicated that the additional 
cost due to extra labour involved can 
hardly be reduced and suggests that if 
comparison is made between wastage of 
loose bricks and packaged bricks, an over- 
all economy should be made by the 
builder. 

Discussion of the desirability of pro- 
tecting the arrises of packaged bricks 
prompted inquiry which revealed that 
many manufacturers who are banding or 
strapping their bricks are beginning to 
adopt a protection to the arrises by card- 
board or plastic material. The Study 
Group feels that such protection should 
be standardised. It is considered that 
barrows for packaged bricks should be 
standardised and be part of the permanent 
kit of brick lorries delivering packaged 
bricks. The increasing use of pallet 
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arrangement or skips for bricks has already 
been mentioned. 
Concrete Products 

The builder representatives drew atten- 
tion to difficulties arising from design of 
precast concrete units without regard to 
erection or handling on site, commenting 
that consulting engineers do not pay suff- 
cient regard to limitation of weight of 
precast units so that often the builder 
had to acquire expensive equipment merely 
to move a few items. There is also a 
tendency to require the positioning of such 
units with extreme accuracy, finer than 
reasonable minimum requirements and 
without appreciation of site difficulties or 
of the additional cost incurred thereby, 
Inquiry has revealed that the Institution 
of Structural Engineers have in prepara- 
tion a “Code of Practice for Precast Con- 
crete” and the co-operation of the L.B.P.C, 
and the L.M.B.A, has been invited, which 
is felt to be very desirable. 

The Group consider that the handling 
of smaller precast concrete items would 
be facilitated by being supplied loaded on 
pallets carrying, say, two tons for crane 
handling. 

Cement and Lime 

The bagging of cement and lime in 
polythene was investigated but was found 
to be impracticable. 

The availability of cement in 4cwt. bags 
is desirable, not only for use of small 
quantities but also in 7 x 5 mixers. It is 
understood that two manufacturers now 
supply white cement in 4cwt. bags, but 
have had little response from the trade 
over 12 months, but it seems possible that 
demand has been small because of lack 
of publicity. It is recommended that 4cwt. 
bags of cement be made available with 
due publicity. 

The date of manufacture of cement 
should be stamped clearly on the bags. 

The builders drew attention to the need 
for clear labelling and colour coding of 
cement bags with repetition near the base. 
The manufacturers state that two of the 
largest manufacturers have _ re-designed 
their bags within the last two years and 
in all cases the labelling of contents is 
easily seen from all angles and that colour 
coding is used for the majority of special 
cements. Some manufacturers usually 
print description on both sides of the bag 
containing lime and some use different 
colours for agricultural and building lime. 
It is recommended that labelling for all 
round indentification and colour coding 
should be universal and standardised for 
all cements, limes and plasters. 


Cement Silos 

In considering storage of cement on 
site, it was felt that with bulk supplies of 
cement, small silos capable of being con- 
tained within a floor height would be very 
useful. It is understood that some of 
these are already in use and it is suggested 
that consideration be given to their 
standardisation. 

Graded Aggregates 

It is suggested that greater use could 
be made of pre-mixed aggregates of 
standard qualities acceptable by appro- 
priate authorities, provided that they can 
be made available on site properly mixed 
and not segregated in transit. 
Ready-mixed Concrete 

The use and transportation of ready- 
mixed concrete was discussed in some 
detail. Ready-mixed concrete has many 
advantages when used on congested, but 
accessible, sites. 

The possibility of installing a pump on 
the ready-mixed concrete lorry for dis- 
tribution of the concrete through pipes 
was also discussed. The suppliers doubt 
if such installation is a practicable or 
worthwhile proposition. Some types of 
concrete are not suitable for pumping, and 
there is always danger of jamming. Un- 
less there is a very large pour, pipe lengths 
require continual adjustment. 

It is recommended that the suppliers of 
ready-mixed concrete be asked to study 
this matter and indicate under what condi- 
tions installation and use of pumps on

SEA WALL UNDER 
CONSTRUCTION

O preserve the chalk cliffs and reduce 

the danger of people being cut off 

by the tide, a new sea wall is being con- 

structed at Broadstairs seaside resort 
in Kent. 


The operation is being tackled in three 
stages, the first due for completion in 
time for the coming holiday season. When 
finished, there will be an_ under-cliff 
promenade from Viking Bay to Dumpton 
Gap, half-a-mile away. 

The whole job will take two or three 
years to complete, and the first stage 
involves a 600ft. stretch at the Dumpton 
end. The cliff face is being cut back to an 
angle of 70 degrees and chalk from it is 
forming a foundation for the promenade. 
On the cliff top concrete blocks—each 
weighing two tons—are being cast and 
then lowered to the beach below to be 
placed in steps. 

Cost of the first stage will be in the 
region of £40,000. J. W. Ellington, Ltd., 
are carrying out the work under the 
direction of the Broadstairs and St. Peters 
Urban District Council’s engineer, Mr. 
R. W. Plackett, A.M.I.Mun.E., A.R.I.C.S.

OW many building and contracting 

firms are taking the trouble to bring 
their organisations and accounting methods 
up to date and to conduct them on 
modern, efficient lines? The number 
seeking the services of business consultants 
continues to grow steadily and from 
inquiries I have been making this week 
the Building Advisory Service is going flat 
out to deal with the long list of assign- 
ments it has with building firms. Never- 
theless, at the present rate it will be 
several years before the major part of the 
building industry will have its methods 
overhauled. 

My question is therefore of some 
importance, particularly as the rate at 
which local authorities seem to be over- 
hauling their organisations—especially 
those parts related to building and civil 
engineering work-—-goes on apace. I will 
give one example. Incentives schemes are 
now reported to be saving Walsall Cor- 
poration £38,000 a year, which is 70 per 
cent. more than the non-recurring £22,265 
which it cost to initiate them. Some of this 
saving—calculated after allowing for 
bonuses and for work study maintenance 
staff—is used to improve standards but 
allows the same labour force to accomplish 
more. Among the operations covered by 
the incentives schemes are road con- 
struction and maintenance, building work 
maintenance and _ vehicle and _ plant 
maintenance. 

The corporation considers that produc- 
tivity has been considerably increased by 
the incentives schemes. In the road section 
the productivity index has been assessed 
on the work value per £100 of wages and 
this has gone up from 100, to 125, 134 
and 143 for the respective years since the 
incentives schemes were introduced. Last 
year the normal rate of bonus worked out 
at 10d. an hour. 

Some of the civil engineering contracting 
firms at present kidding themselves that 
they are getting value for money by 
paying ls. 6d. and 2s. an hour over the 
rates, regardless of output, can’t be doing 
so well as they think they are! 


Privileged Position 


: is not generally known, I imagine, 
that the London County Council is 
in a rather privileged position so far as 
direct labour operations are concerned. 
Some time ago the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government indicated that local 
authority direct labour departments should 
put out one tender in every three to 
competition “to test the market.” This 
does not seem to apply to the L.C.C. 
According to Mr. R. E. Goodwin, the 
chairman of the L.C.C.’s housing com- 
mittee, there is no reason why it should. 
Replying the other day to some questions 
put by Mr. H. H. Sebag-Montefiore, Mr. 
Goodwin said that he was fully aware of 
the principle laid down by the Ministry 
of Health in a memorandum in 1946 to the 
effect that “a direct labour department 
must tender in competition with con- 
tractors, at the same time and under 
identical conditions and only obtain the 
contract if the tender is as low as that 
of any good contractor.” Mr. Goodwin 
holds that this memorandum was addressed 
not to the L.C.C., nor to Metropolitan 
Borough Councils, but to authorities out- 
side London to whom the Ministry of 
Health was then the loan sanctioning body. 
He recalls that in a letter dated March 
25, 1947, the Ministry suggested that 
as the council was then the Joan 
sanctioning authority for metropolitan 
borough councils, it should consider 
giving similar advice to those councils. 
There was, however, an important proviso 
in the March letter which did not appear 


in the 1946 memorandum, namely, that 
where a direct labour department had a 
good record and its price was reasonable, 
competitive tenders might in some cases, 
at the discretion of the loan sanctioning 
authority, be dispensed with. 

When the L.C.C. decided to increase 
the amount of work carried out by direct 
labour it decided that it should be done 
without competitive tendering and a few 
months later the Ministry sent a letter 
concurring. 

From this Mr. Goodwin and his com- 
mittee hold that the Ministry’s letter of 
September 3, 1959, calling for at least 
every third contract being put out to 
competitive tender does not apply to the 
L.C.C. The following reasons are advanced 
for this. The 1959 letter was not addressed 
specifically to the L.C.C. Although a copy 
was sent to the council for information, 
with a covering letter asking that con- 
sideration should be given, if necessary, 
to the adaptation of the council's pro- 
cedure, the council decided that there 
should be no change. 


Yet, and this is the crux of the question, 
nobody knows or has any means of telling, 
whether the direct labour operations of 
the L.C.C. are carried out at economic 
cost to the ratepayers. The only assurance 
there is on this is given by those res- 
ponsible for the direct labour work. Yet 
how do they know, for I learn that there 
are no. separately published accounts? 
There seems to be the need for a lot more 
light to be shed in this particular corner 


of the London County Council’s work,. 


particularly as I see that the housing 
committee has recommended the council 
to expand the direct labour organisation 
to achieve an output of 600 new dwellings 
a year—about half as much again as it 
is already building, apart from the large 
schemes of modernisation and conversion 
of the L.C.C.’s older dwellings. 

Mr. Desmond Plummer, Mr. Montefiore 
and Mr. Martin Parr seem to be doing 
their best to supply that light. Their 
efforts will, I suspect, be watched closely 
by the London ratepayers now considering 
the May elections. Unfortunately the 
national newspapers are singularly silent 
on this important subject. 


Shouldering the Responsibility 


N view of the public inquiry being 
conducted all last week under the 
chairmanship of Mr. G. D. Honeyman, 
C.B.E., Q.C., J.P., into the objections made 
to the draft regulations for construction 
work prepared under the Factories Act 
by the Ministry of Labour, there is a 
certain amount of topical interest in some 
observations made by Mr. H. Shirley 
Smith on safety precautions on civil 
engineering works at a recent informal 
discussion which took place at _ the 
Institution of Civil Engineers. Putting 
forward suggestions on the measures which 
should be adopted by both consulting 
engineers and contractors to eliminate 
accidents as far as possible he urged that 
there were three main precautions which 
should be taken on all construction jobs. 
They were: (a) the thorough checking of 
the erection calculations—temporary works 
are generally designed by the contractor. 
but an additional safeguard would be 
provided if their design and calculations 
were independently checked by the con- 
sulting engineer; (b) provision of an 
erection memorandum—this was usually 
prepared by the contractor and submitted 
for thorough checking and approval for 
use to the consulting engineer. It should 
lay down in detail exactly what had to be 
done at every stage of the work, specifying 
plant to be used and special precautions 
to be observed; and (c) regular site 
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inspections—to be carried out by 
engineers on the staffs of the consultant 
as well as those on the staff of the con. 
tractor. All points that require checking 
weekly, or whatever period, should be 
listed on printed forms and inspecting 
engineers should _ satisfy themselves 
personally that each one was in order and 
certify accordingly. 

When the new regulations come into 
force, as they assuredly will in one form 
or another, it will be the first time that 
the civil engineering side of the industry 
has been subjected to comprehensive regu- 
lations regarding safety. I would like to 
suggest that it does not rely too much 
upon the assistance of the civil engineering 
consultants in this matter, but shoulder 
the responsibility itself as the building 
contractors have for many years past. The 
latter do not expect the architect to play 
any major part in observing the regulations 
and I can see no valid reason why the civil 
engineering contractors should seek to 
sub-contract this important aspect of their 
responsibility in the work they do, 


One Building Union? 


)}OR some time now there has been a 
considerable amount of debate and 
discussion on the question of organisation 
within the National Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Operatives. Some of the views 
that have been expressed from time to 
time have been quite impracticable, if not 
downright silly. Others have so much 
good sense in them that one wonders why 
the operatives are so slow in taking action 
in the matter. Among the best pro- 
posals I have heard recently are those 
made by Mr. Frank Jackson, of the 
Amalgamated Union of Building Trade 
Workers. Holding that mechanisation has 
brought about a patent need for “inter- 
changeability” of building workers, he 
suggests that the way forward seems to 
be to make use of the stage to which the 
individual building unions have already 
advanced and to turn the N.F.B.T.O. itself 
into a single trade union covering all 
building workers and taking its rightful 
place as an affiliate to the T.U.C., from 
which it is barred today by reason of the 
fact that it is a federation of trade unions. 
Mr. Jackson gets to the kernel of the 
trade unions’ domestic problems when he 
suggests that the existing unions could 
keep their separate identities to cover their 
own private commitments to their present 
members, but should be barred from 
taking in new members from an agreed 
date on which the N.F.B.T.O. would cease 
to function as a federation and become 
instead a united building workers’ trade 
union, 

“In this way,” he writes in the February 
issue of Labour Monthly, ‘“‘we should at 
one blow eliminate 12 separate unions 
and make another stride forward in unity 
. . « and would offer a way out of the 
dead-end in which building workers have 
found themselves over the years with a 
stagnant or even falling membership.” 

He may well be right. Today the total 
membership of the 12 unions to which he 
refers (group 7 of the T.U.C.) is about 
455,844—less than a third of those 
engaged in constructional work on the 
operatives’ side. 

The strange thing about all this is that 
all the unions are on record for one union. 
The N.F.B.T.O. have even been instructed 
to develop the idea, and a few years back 
a mighty meeting on the subject was 
organised under the federation’s auspices 
at Clapham. So far one or two schemes 
have emerged and have subsided, largely 
I think because they were too detailed. 
Perhaps Mr. Jackson’s approach will com- 


mend itself’ to Sir Richard Coppock’s 
successor. 
Those Retentions 
HERE was, I understand, a pretty 


lively discussion when over 100 con- 
tractors attended a meeting convened 
recently by the Birmingham Regional Hos- 
pital Board to discuss delays in the settle- 
ment of accounts. No punches. were 
pulled on either side and yet the discus-

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SOME USES OF BLAST FURNACE SLAG . 


By G. E. Broadhead, B.Sc.(Eng.), A.M.I.C.E.* 


HEN the Romans settled in the 
Southern area of England they 
continued to operate the iron smelting 
works in the forests of Sussex and the 
slag by-product was subsequently used 
by them in the construction of their 
roads in the area. Some of these roads 
have been revealed during this century 
and the slag has been found to be still 
providing a satisfactory pavement. 

Practically no other record of the use 
of slag in Britain is available until the 
beginning of the Industrial Revolution and 
then its first use was as a fill material in 
and around the smelting works, 

As the uses for iron increased, the out- 
put from the blast furnaces was expanded 
and consequently more effort was directed 
into finding outlets for the slag which was 
in effect a waste material; it was also how- 
ever a material which appeared to have a 
great potential if the right uses for it 
could be discovered. 

Very soon, attempts were made to cast 
the molten material into blocks which, 
after cooling, were suitable for sett paving; 
they proved popular in Europe and many 
streets are still paved with them. Some 
such blocks were also exported to the 
United States. 

Europe also pioneered the use of slag 
in cement and during the first half of the 
nineteenth century slag was incorporated 
in some kinds of cement, the properties 
of which will be referred to later. From 
its use as a fill material it was only a short 
step to find out its advantages as a road 
base in waterbound macadam construction 
and, with the advent of the bituminous 
binders tar and bitumen, the logical out- 
come was the manufacture of tarmacadam 
and bitumen macadam in the early years of 
the twentieth century. 

At the close of the nineteenth century 
slag had also found favour as a railway 
track ballast, as aggregate for mass con- 
crete, in slag lime bricks, and as the filter 
media in filter beds of sewage works. 
Foamed slag was first produced commer- 
cially in Great Britain in 1935 for a light- 
weight building aggregate and blocks 
made from this material are to be seen on 
many building sites today. 


Types of Blast Furnace Slag 


Depending on the processing methods 
during cooling, blast furnace slag assumes 
different physical properties which make 
it suitable for different purposes. The 
three main types are: 

Air-cooled Slag 

This is the most common form of slag. 
It is obtained either as: (i) Ball slag— 
allowing the molten slag to solidify in the 
ladles, after which it is tipped in ball 
form down a bank for subsequent break- 
ing up. (ii) Bank slag—discharging the 
molten slag from the ladles in thin layers 
down the side of a bank and allowing it 
to air cool. (iii) Pool slag—discharging 
the molten slag into pools in layers up to 
about 3ft. deep. To assist in breaking up 
the slag its surface can be sprayed with 
water after it has completely solidified, 
but whilst still warm. The quantity of 
water should not exceed that which can 
be evaporated by the warm slag. 

Some of the properties of the crushed 
and screened air-cooled slag are: (i) Good 
fire resistance; (ii) low co-efficient of ex- 
pansion; (iii) pitted surface with a rough 
surface texture which frequently resists 
polishing; (iv) marked tendency towards a 
cubical shape; (v) good interlocking pro- 
perties when the aggregate is compacted;

(vi) lower specific gravity than majority 
of comparable aggregates; (vii) alkaline 
reaction with water; (viii) higher absorp- 
tion than other comparable aggregates; 
this, however, must be considered in rela- 
tion to the lower specific gravity and the 
difficulty of removing the water from the 
vesicles in the laboratory drying pro- 
cedure. 

Granulated Slag 


This is produced by discharging the 
molten slag into pools of water for quench- 
ing. A modification is to direct high 
pressure jets of water on to the slag as it 
is discharging to assist its disintegration. 
Both methods expand the slag into a glassy 
granular material. The slag on completion 
of the process is wet and will have to be 
dried prior to screening. Granulated slag 
is used in the manufacture of Portland 
Blast Furnace Cement. 


Foamed Slag 


Many processes have been suggested and 
one of them is the pit process which 
directs jets of water at a stream of molten 
slag which is being discharged into a pit. 
The quantity of water is limited and the 
pit is maintained in a dry state. The foam- 
ing commences as soon as the water con- 
tacts the molten stream and continues 
when the slag is in the pit. The result 
is an expanded mass of almost dry slag 
which has acquired a cellular structure 
of low density and which, after crushing 
and screening, is suitable as a lightweight 
aggregate for concrete. 


Road Making Aggregate 


The types of construction used in road 
making fall into two categories which, 
although not expressing accurately the 
functions of the construction, have become 
acceptable terms in the nomenclature of 
highway engineering, these are Flexible and 
Rigid. A high strength concrete slab is 
considered to represent the rigid type 
while the flexible type is composed of 
crushed and graded aggregate mixed with 
water, bitumen or tar in such proportions 
that the optimum density, stability and 
durability are obtained for the given 
grading and material with the recognised 
compaction equipment. Providing the de- 
sign thickness of a flexible pavement is 
sufficient to ensure the sub-grade is not 
overstressed, then repetitive loading by 
traffic will continue to compact the pave- 
ment to a higher density and its resistance 
to deformation will thereby be increased. 

The construction layers of a flexible 
pavement which rest on the sub-grade are 
the sub-base, base, base-course and wearing 
course, 


Sub-base 


Reference to Road Note No. 29 indicates 
that the necessity for a sub-base will 
depend on the loading and frequency of 
traffic; the C.B.R. of the sub-grade (below 
about 12 per cent. a sub-base should be 
used on all new roads which are more 
than lightly trafficked, i.e., on those with 
more than 150 commercial vehicles per 
day); the necessity or not to provide a 
construction thickness of 18in. which is 
considered to be the minimum cover 
needed to protect a frost susceptible sub- 
grade, 

To perform its function satisfactorily the 
sub-base itself should have a C.B.R. of 
at least 20 per cent. for the heaviest traffic 
conditions and 15 per cent. for the 
remainder; also, of course, down to a depth 
of 18in. it should be frost resistant. Many 
granular materials will satisfy these condi- 
tions and crusher run blast furnace slag 
will provide a first-class sub-base. 


Base 


The requirements for the base material 
are more stringent than for the sub-base 
in view of the fact that the stresses it has 
to resist are greater. However, as for sub- 
bases, the conditions of loading influence 


the choice and over the years such varia- 
tions as hand pitching, single sized material 
with vibrated fines, coated macadams, wet 
mix, rolled dry lean concrete, cement 
bound granular bases and dense bitumen 
macadam have been and are being used. 
By full-scale road experiments the R.R.L. 
are establishing the virtue of densely 
graded mixtures and this, coupled with 
machine laying, the frequent necessity for 
frost resistance, and a desire for a higher 
standard of impermeability at the base 
level of the construction are all indicating 
the advantages of cement and bituminous 
bound bases. 

Very stable lean-mix bases can be pro- 
duced with slag using clause 806 of the 
M.O.T. specification for Road and Bridge 
Works which requires about 60 per cent. 
+t 5 per cent. of 14in. nominal size coarse 
aggregate with a cement content of 
between 2.5 and 5 per cent. On the other 
hand although a wet mix, which is in effect 
a waterbound macadam, may not be so 
resistant to frost as the cement and bitu- 
minous bound bases, when made with slag 
the trace of natural cementitious properties 
in the fine aggregate will bind the material 
more firmly together. Hence, within 
limits, and provided that it is not attacked 
by severe frost in its early life, the road 
base properties of a slag wet mix are likely 
to improve with age, and provide a more 
stable and dense base than many other 
aggregates, 

The use of a bituminous binder in road 
bases is expanding rapidly on the Continent 
and although in this country we are tend- 
ing to wait for more of our own results 
of trial areas before using these materials 
on a wide scale, there are definite signs 
that well-designed dense bituminous bound 
road bases have distinct advantages which 
cannot be ignored; some of these 
advantages are: Good load spreading pro- 
perties; high degree of impermeability; 
flexibility, in that they tend to deform 
under excess load without fracturing, 
hence reducing the risk of cracking in 
the surface courses; can be trafficked 
almost immediately after laying, provided 
the road is not overstressed: high degree 
of frost resistance; can be laid by machine 
to within close tolerances of level. 

A dense bituminous base specification 
could either be taken from B.S.594: 1958, 
or Table 3 of Appendix 4 of Road Note 
No. 29, or a specification issued by the 
British Slag Federation for road bases. 
At present, Appendix 4 of the Road Note 
refers only to base courses and not bases 
but the grading quoted for the ltin. 
nominal size material is_ practically 
identical to that svecified by the British 
Slag Federation for road bases, although 
the binder in the latter case is approxi- 
mately 1.2 per cent. lower. Bases made 
with slag are inherently mechanically 
stable and the property of a normal slag 
mixture to permit fairly wide tolerances 
on binder content without becoming un- 
stable is a distinct advantage. This is 
particularly important because. after it is 
laid, it is relatively easy to observe if a 
wearing course mixture is beginning to 
fail and remedial action can be taken, but 
bases are not visible and there is frequently 
no warning of failure until it happens. 
Hence. the safety factor of binder content 
tolerance introduces a safety factor in the 
mix design which is not available to all 
other aggregates. 

Base Course and Wearing Course 

Many of the advantages which are 
claimed for bituminous bases are also avail- 
able to bituminous base courses and wear- 
ing courses depending on the type of 
material specified. Such courses con- 
tribute strength to the road structure and 
are no longer considered as simply a riding 
surface.. Because of this and the high 
traffic stresses which they must withstand, 
close control should be exercised over their 
production and the various B.S. Specifica- 
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tion should be consulted so as to use the 
correct mixture and thickness for the 
expected traffic. Blast furnace slag for 
wearing and base courses is included in 
the British Standards as follows: B.S.1621 
and 802 for Bitumen and Tarmacadam; 
B.S.1690 for Fine Cold Asphalt; B.S.594 
for Rolled Asphalt. 

In all cases the slag coarse aggregate is 
at present required to satisfy the following 
conditions as assessed in accordance with 
tests in B.S.1047: Stability, i.e., freedom 
from lime and iron unsoundness; sulphur 
content not to exceed 2.75 per cent.; bulk 
density to be at least 78lb./cu. ft.; water 
absorption not to exceed 4 per cent. 

If the slag complies with these values 
then it will provide an excellent road- 
making aggregate for use in wearing and 
base courses. Evidence is available to 
show that slag in bituminous mixtures can 
withstand very heavy trafficking and for 
Dense Bitumen Macadam wearing courses 
in B.S.1621: 1960 slag is the only aggregate 
for which sufficient evidence at present 
exists for use on the heavier trafficked 
roads, i.e., those over about 20,000 tons/ 
day. It is also one of the most successful 
aggregates for incorporation in Fine Cold 
Asphalt. 


Polished-stone Value 

Over the last two years attention has 
been focussed on the Polished-stone Value 
and this test is now included in B.S.812: 
1960. Distribution of the P.S.V.s obtained 
by R.R.L. on slag aggregate as quoted in 
their Technical Paper No. 43 gives a range 
of about 0.35 to 0.6, only nine values being 
quoted. This range does not compare 
unfavourably with some of the other rock 
groups and higher values than 0.6 have 
been obtained on some slags, e.g., the value 
for the Margam slag is 0.7. 


Surface Dressing 

The surface characteristics, particle 
shape and cleanness of slag make it a 
suitable aggregate for surface dressing and, 
being less sensitive to slight variations in 
binder distribution and having an alkaline 
reaction with water, it is resistant to varia- 
tions in the technique of application, 
fatting up in hot weather, and stripping 
in wet weather. 


Air Cooled Slag as a Concrete 
Aggregate 


It is important that the stability of the 
slag should be established before use in 
concrete and particularly in structural 
concrete, ie. that either of the two 
equations in B.S.1047:1952 which control 
the lime contents are satisfied: CaO + 
0.8 MgO is less than or equal to 1.2 SiO, 
+ 0.4 Al.O, + 1.75 S; CaO is less 
than or equal to 0.9 SiO, + 0.6 
Al,O, + 1.75 S or failing this that the 


Microscopic Test is satisfactory. This is 
to establish that crystalline dicalcium 
silicate (larnite) is not present. In addi- 


tion, that iron unsoundness is not present 
and that the acid soluble sulphate is not 
greater than 0.7 per cent. and the total 
sulphur is not greater than 2 per cent. 

Depending on the cooling technique slag 
is generally capable of complying with the 
maximum absorption value of 10 per cent. 
and the bulk density minimum of 78]b./ 
cu. ft., although the latter may be a 
problem with high lime content slag which 
is inclined to give off gases during cooling 
and which may have to be cooled rapidly 
to ensure that lime unsoundness will not 
occur. It is desirable that the slag shall 
be crystalline and not glassy and to ensure 
this with high silica slags slow cooling is 
preferable. 

Such slag will provide a useful concrete 
aggregate and it is widely used for the 
manufacture of precast concrete products, 
e.g., kerbs, flags, pipes, etc., and also in 
reinforced concrete in which it has been 
established that there is no danger of the 
reinforcement being corroded provided 
that the slag satisfies B.S.1047 and the 
concrete is of normal density. 


Percolating Filters Medium 


B.S.1438:1948 defines the function of a 
filter medium in a percolating filter as that 
of providing “an extended surface to serve 
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as a support for the organisms, including 
bacteria and fungi, which bring about the 
purification of polluted liquids supplied 
to the filter. The changes brought about 
by these organisms occur most readily 
under aerobic conditions.” 


Slag is used very successfully as a filter 
medium. Its rough and pitted surface 
texture together with its frequent vesicular 
nature provide a very large surface area 
over which the effluent can percolate and 
on which the bacteria and fungi can oper- 
ate. Due to the fact that it is an aggregate 
which can be crushed to a cubical shape 
and is consequently almost completely free 
from flaky particles it can provide the 
maximum quantity of controlled voids with 
no bedding down, and can thus ensure a 
free flow for the effluent through the 
medium, 

Other requirements for a filter medium 
are that it should be: clean and free from 
any fine matter which would wash down 
and clog it, durable so as to resist the 
variations in temperature (both diurnal 
and seasonal) and the disintegrating action 
of the effluent and organisms, strong so as 
to withstand handling and the weight of 
the superimposed layers without fracture. 


To assess whether a slag will be suitable 
the quantitative and qualitative tests in 
B.S.1438 require that it shall comply with 
the stability requirements of B.S.1047 and 
that all aggregates, including slag, shall 
comply with: (1) Sodium sulphate sound- 
ness test of 20 x 24 hour cycles of 19 hours 
immersion in sodium sulphate solution 
followed by five hours drying and cooling, 
during which the loss in weight shall not 
exceed 3 per cent., nor the number of 
failed stones be equal to 10 per cent.; (2) 
flakiness not to exceed 20 per cent, and 
elongation not to exceed 40 per cent. on 
lin. aggregate with slight adjustment for 
other sizes; (3) fines passing No, 7 sieve 
not to exceed 5 per cent. 


Granulated Slag as a Portland 
Cement Clinker 


By adding lime to a slag of the following 
composition a cement clinker similar to 
that of a typical Portland Cement can be 
made: 35 to 50 per cent. lime; 30 to 40 
per cent. silica; 10 to 18 per cent. alumina; 
to 100 per cent. magnesium, manganese 
and iron oxides. 


The cement is made by finely grinding 
and mixing the lime and the slag in the 
appropriate proportions, and burning the 
mixture in a rotary kiln. The dry process 
of manufacture is normally used in the 
manufacture of the clinker. 


Portland Blast Furnace Cement 


P.B.F. cement is covered by B.S.146: 
1958 in which the maximum quantity of 
added blast furnace slag in the cement 
is fixed at 65 per cent. P.B.F, cement 
is normally manufactured from cement 
clinker (frequently made by burning slag 
and limestone), granulated slag and a pro- 
portion of gypsum to control the set. The 
components are fed to a mill and finely 
ground as for normal Portland cement. 
The cement clinker must comply with the 
composition limits laid down in B.S.12 
for normal Portland cement. In addition 
the physical properties, e.g., fineness, 
setting time, etc., and composition of the 
finished cement are specified in B.S.146. 
The granulated slag used in the manu- 
facture of P.B.F. cement frequently has a 
high lime content, but, from the point 
of view of the finished cement, this is not 
essential because a lower lime content in 
the slag can be compensated for by in- 
creasing the quantity of cement clinker in 
the finished cement. 


P.B.F. cement is not so widely manu- 
factured in Great Britain as it is on the 
Continent, and its production has been 
centred in the Glasgow area for many 
years. Some of the properties of P.B.F. 
cement are: (i) It achieves the same final 
strengths as Ordinary Portland Cement 
(O.P.C.) but its early strengths, e.g., at 
seven days and 28 days are lower; (ii) it 
has a lower heat evolution than O.P.C. 
This is an advantage in large mass concrete 
structures but not in cold weather; (iii) 
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slightly greater resistance to 
attack than O.P.C, 


Super Sulphate Cement 


The following constituents are ground 
very finely together: 80 to 85 per cent, 
granulated slag with a minimum alumina 
content of 12 per cent.; 10 to 15 per cent. 
well burnt gypsum; 5 per cent. Portland 
cement, 

Some of the properties of the cement 
are: (1) Very high sulphate resistance, 
hence it is useful for work in sea water, 
sulphate bearing soils, chemical works, 
etc.; (2) low heat evolution; (3) necessary 
to be kept moist during early curing to 
prevent surface dusting; (4) decrease in 
rate of gain in strength under cold and 
hot (above 40 deg. C.) conditions. 


Foamed Slag 


F.S. is a lightweight building aggregate 
which is marketed in the following 
gradings: coarse 4in. to tin. loose mean 
density—33lb./cu. ft.; fine tin. down loose 
mean density—45lb./cu. ft.; all-in in, 
down loose mean density—42lb./cu. ft. 

It is used as an aggregate for lightweight 
concrete and refractory purposes; as filling 
material to reduce heat and sound trans- 
mission (K value = 0.8); in mortar for 
anti-condensation and acoustic purposes. 


Foamed Slag Concrete 


Foamed slag concrete varies in density 
from 60 to 95lb./cu. ft. depending on 
the uses; the denser the concrete the 
stronger it is but the lower densities give 
better acoustic and thermal properties, 

Some properties of foamed slag concrete 
are: crushing strength—about 250 to 
2,000lb./sq. in. at 28 days depending on 
density and cement content; thermal con- 
ductivity (K)—about 1.3 to 2.7 depending 
on density (average for flint gravel con- 
crete = 10.3, average for common brick 
= 8.6); heat insulation (U)—about 0.23 
for 9in. thick cast in-situ wall, and about 


sulphate 


0.15 for 10in. cavity wall of two load- 


bearing blocks (llin. cavity brick wall 
has a value of about 0.3); sound insulation 
—4in. thick reduces air-borne sound by 
about 45 decibels; fire resistance—non- 
combustibility and low heat transmission 
give blocks high fire resistance; weather 
resistance—water will penetrate up to 
about l4in. but, as there is very little 
capillarity, it does not penetrate farther 
but falls by gravity to an impermeable 
layer where it should be able to run out; 
rendering and_ plastering — waterproof 
renderings are not suitable, open textured 
renderings are satisfactory; fixing—blocks 
can be easily cut, and cut nails can be 
readily driven in; uses—roof and floor 
screeds, precast units for walls, casing 
steelwork. (Note: Most information on 
foamed slag obtained from Foamed Slag 
Producers Association.) 
Quantities of Slag Used 

The following figures have been supplied 
by the British Slag Federation; they repre- 
sent the weight of air-cooled blast furance 
slag sold for various purposes during the 
inclusive dates 1955-1959 expressed in 
units of 1,000 tons.

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RESIDENTIAL BLOCK FOR BATTERSEA COLLEGE 


In-situ Reinforced Concrete Structure 


- eleven-storey residential block 
recently completed for the Batter- 
sea College of Technology at Albert 
Bridge Road, London, S.W.11, contains 
separate study-bedrooms for 196 
students and is the first hall of residence 
in the country to be specially designed 
for a college of advanced technology. 

The decision to build the accommodation 
in one tall block, a simple repetitive 
structure, was governed by the small site 
of approximately one acre and the need 
for single bed-sitting rooms or study-bed- 
rooms. The block is 95ft. tall and 150ft. 
long, and is constructed as an in-situ re- 
inforced concrete box frame with 6in. 
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crosswalls at 10ft. centres and 4in. floors. 
An electric conduit was cast in as the job 
proceeded. 

Each window unit, which. is double- 
glazed below sill level, is set back 2ft. from 
the main face of the block to provide the 
necessary fire break from floor to floor. 
This facilitates window cleaning and also 
expresses the cellular structure more 
clearly. 

The layout of the block is as follows: 

Ground floor—residential accommoda- 
tion for bursar and two assistants, a three- 
bed sick bay, an interview room and 
storage accommodation. 

Floors 1-9 — each floor has 22 single 
study-bedrooms, a small communal sitting

URGENT REPAIRS NEEDED, SAYS 
COUNTY SURVEYOR 


ITHOUT substantial work of recon- 

struction on the greater proportion 
of class III and unclassified roads in 
Holland (Lincs.), they are likely to break 
up within the next 20 years, writes Mr. 
G. E. Betts, the county surveyor, in a report 
to the Council’s Highways Committee. 

He estimates that an annual expenditure 
of £300,000, or a total of £6,000,000 is 
needed over the next 20 years to remedy 
the situation. The Highways Committee are 
to set up a special sub-committee to give 
further consideration to the report and to 
make recommendations to the Finance 
Committee. 

Mr. Betts adds that the Highways De- 
partment are receiving constant complaints 
about the state of minor roads and some- 
thing like five per cent. of this category of 
road will be in need of urgent major 
works of reconstruction every year until 
the completion of the programme. 

The probable cause of the present con- 
dition of these roads was the lack of real 
structural strength, their lack of width and 
the increased weight and speed of traffic. 


During the past few years expenditure had 
been included in the annual estimates for 
resurfacing and strengthening, and it was 
proposed to spend £44,000 in the coming 
financial year. 

Of the total proposed expenditure of 
£6,000,000, some £4,500,000 would be the 
financial responsibility of the Council. Mr. 
Betts says that these works could be 
carried out by direct labour and about 25 
more men would be required. Most of the 
expenditure would be on materials and the 
use of mechanical equipment.

area, a kitchenette and sanitary accom- 
modation, all centrally sited, and two 
trunk stores. The block is sited so that 
half of the study-bedrooms face east with 
views over Battersea Park and half west- 
wards, enjoying the evening sunlight. 

Top floor — six bed-sitting rooms and a 
common room for domestic staff, each pair 
of rooms overlooking and with access to 
one of a number of small roof gardens. 
There is also a student common room and 
large roof terrace. High parapet walls 
screen these roof spaces from the wind, 
but large openings pierce these walls to 
provide views. 

Two lifts are placed centrally and there 
are staircases at each end of the block. 

Internal corridors are formed by timber 
clothes storage units, which were all pre- 
fabricated in sections and brought to the 
site for building in. 

Each accommodation unit incorporates 
a washbasin, and a duct for the single 
stack plumbing and vertical services is 
accessible to the corridor. In addition to 
the built-in units, each student is provided 
with a bed, desk-and-cupboard unit, a 
coffee table, a drawer unit, two book 
shelves, an easy chair and a desk chair 
and a drawer unit to be in the room or put 
in the built-in cupboard. All this loose 
furniture and the common room easy chairs 
have been especially designed in the 
L.C.C.’s_ Architect’s Department, as was 
the wash basin, and they will also be used 
in subsequent further education halls of 
residence. 

In addition to the 1l-storey block there 
is a two-storey block containing a dining 
hall, a ground-floor kitchen and the main 
common room. The common room is in 
the form of a large balcony above the 
kitchen and overlooking the dining hall. 
This block is linked to the main building 
by a short glazed covered-way. Two single- 
storey houses for the warden and caretaker 
have also been provided. 

The buildings were designed under the

The strengths achieved by all mixes 
were considerably ‘greater tham design. 
Some variation in the strength achieved 
did occur and in particular the control 
1:24:5 mix yielded low results. This may 
have been due to a variation in mixing or 
the quality of the cement.

Conclusion 


The results of the investigation detailed 
in this paper are regarded satisfactorily.

ages. It is important to note that field 
trials, using different aggregates and mixes, 
have confirmed earlier laboratory tests. 


The economic and technical*® advantages 
of using P.F. ash in concrete are well 
known; however, because of the low early 
strength obtained such use is often limited. 
The new approach suggested could go far 
to extend the use of P.F. ash in concrete.

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ROADS: MINISTER’S COMMENTS 
AT MUNICIPALS’ DINNER 


(NE way of dealing with traffic 

congestion on urban roads was to 
have more one-way streets, said Mr. 
Ernest Marples, Minister of Transport, 
at the annual dinner of the Institution 
of Municipal Engineers, held in London 
last week. 


We had not yet solved the problem of 
the circulation of the motor car, and to 
this end a long term planning group, con- 
cerned with urban rebuilding, had been 
set up by his Ministry. He thought that 
the ultimate answer must be the separation 
of the pedestrian from the motor car. 


Mr. Marples said that it would soon 
be possible to travel from London to 
Lancashire free from hold-ups, and he 
believed that the road problem between the 
industrial towns would be solved in the 
mid-1960’s. But the real problem was what 
to do at the end of the journey. We must 
have more flyovers and underpasses. 


He did not like the annual allocation 
of cash for road improvement schemes, as 
it was not possible to plan under this 
method. However, he announced that the 
programme was to be doubled and that a 
rolling programme over five years was to 
be introduced. He said that urgent con- 
sideration would be given to all schemes 
submitted by municipal engineers and he 
had told local authorities that he would 
clear their schemes as soon as possible 
in order to try to speed up the road 
improvement programme. 


Inadequate Motorway Programme 


Introducing the Minister, the president 
of the Institution, Mr. A. S. Hamilton, said 
that the motorway programme must be 
multiplied many times if it was to meet the 
traffic problem, but he congratulated Mr. 
Marples on the good job he had done in 
persuading the Government to spend more 
on roads, and wished more power to his 
elbow. 

Mr. Hamilton expressed the hope that 
the Minister would give local authorities 
some lead on better parking systems, and 
said that another point that worried him 
was the proliferation of traffic signs on our 
roads. Individually the signs were very 
good, but the impact of a host of them 
together made a visual disturbance to the 
urban scene. He wondered whether it 
might not be possible for local authorities 
to experiment in traffic signalling without 
going through all the regulations first.

13 Stations at Constructional Stage 


ee North of Scotland Hydro-Electric 
Board connected 8,690 new con- 
sumers in 1960, increased the capacity 
of their hydro-electric stations to 
875,012 kilowatts and generated 2,435 
million units of electricity. 


According to the Board’s annual report 
8,540 kilowatts of new hydro plant were 
brought into operation. The capacity of 
schemes at the construction stage was 
572,150 kilowatts and schemes under pro- 
motion and survey totalled 555,000 kilo- 
watts. 


Rainfall Deficiency 


The report states that the exceptionally 
wet Weather experienced in most parts 
of the country did not apply to the Board’s 
catchment areas where there were marked 
deficiencies in rainfall. The flows available 
for power were much below expectations, 
being only 81 per cent. of the average 
and thermal generation had to be used to 
help maintain the reservoirs at levels high 
enough to meet the heavy winter loads. 

In common with other nationalised 
bodies, the Board since August have been 
paying 6} per cent, on advances from the 
Exchequer, this rate having been raised 
seven times since the beginning of the 
year When it stood at 5% per cent. The 
continuing high interest rates are of par- 
ticular concern to the Board as interest 
charges absorb more than half their 
revenue, even after taking advantage of 
the statutory provision whereby within 
limits the Board may borrow to meet 
interest on expenditure on long-dated pro- 
jects while that expenditure is unremunera- 
tive. 

The new consumers added during the 
year again included a considerable number 
of remote consumers the revenue from 
whom will fall far short of the cost of 
giving them a supply. 

The weather in 1960 was generally 
favourable for the Board’s constructional 
operations which were centred mainly on 
the Beauly, its tributary the Farrar, and

on the River Awe. A start was made with 
the preparation of a constructional scheme 
to raise the level of Loch Laidon and 
provide greater regulation and more 
effective use in the Tummel Valley stations 
of the water coming from the Moor of 
Rannoch. 

The main 132-kV transmission system 
was increased by 101 miles and now totals 
1,896 circuit miles. The first section of 
the 275-kV lines for which contracts were 
placed in 1959 was energised at 132-kV. 

Capital expenditure during 1960 
amounted to £10,217,753 making the total 
at the end of the year £215,516,000 divided

Glazing Materials 

Difficulty often arises because of the 
present methods of labelling crates of 
glass. Sizes of glass required will either 
have been supplied to the glazing firm or 
a representative will have visited the site 
to take the cutting sizes. It would be 
particularly helpful if instead of merely 
indicating that a crate contains glass, out- 
side labels indicated the particular build- 
ing, floor and window for which it was 
required. The crates could then be un- 
loaded somewhere near the position in 
which the glass it contains is to be used. 
Decorative Materials 

The builders felt that availability of 
paint in five-gallon drums, which the sup- 
pliers are willing to supply, might be 
advantageous. 

There is difference of opinion about the 
present adequacy of labelling of containers, 
Builders complain that there is often so 
much writing on the container that essen- 
tial information such as B.S.S. or other 
specifications or colour’ index number can- 
not readily be seen. Manufacturers, how- 
ever, consider the criticism unjustified. It is 
therefore recommended that this question 
be studied jointly and a standard arrived 
at by agreement between manufacturers 
and users,

Roof-Top Level at New Office Block 


120ft. high tower office block, 

Grosvenor House, being erected on 
the site of the former Grand Theatre, 
High Street, Croydon, has now reached 
roof-top level.

sion was good humoured and positive. 
Contractors produced cases where the 
settlement of final accounts had been 
delayed one, two or more years. Apart 
from certain staff and administrative 
problems it appeared that the main cause 
of the delay was the checking, re- 
checking and counter-checking of final 
accounts by various departments—all, in 
fact, part of the result of the subordination 
of the authority of the engineer to account- 
ing and legal departments referred to not 
long ago by Mr. A. M. Holbein. 
Obviously steps must be taken to ensure 
that public money is properly spent, but 
this should not take two years. Such 
unjustified delays must in the end cause 
a waste of public money rather than pre- 
vent it because contractors will either 
cease to be interested in tendering for new 
work for the authority, thus reducing 
competition, or will raise their prices to 
cover the extra finance required. And, as 
is well known, authorities can usually 
dorrow more cheaply than contractors. 
This brings into focus the N.F.B.T.E.’s 
campaign for lower retentions all round. 
Certainly the level of retention should be 
reviewed when payment is unduly delayed. 
And there is no reason why sub-contractors 
should not be paid off in appropriate cases 
before the main contract is settled. Per- 
haps, worst of all, the payment on a whole

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WHERE THE U.K. LEADS 


To the Editor of “The Contract Journal.” 


Sir.—An article has appeared recently 
in an American publication entitled “Pre- 
stressed Concrete Grows Up.” This gives 
a summary of the growth of production 
of prestressed concrete in the U.S.A. over 
the past five years. It divides production 
into planks, by which they mean floor slab 
or decking in the broadest sense, and 
beams which are principally bridge beams 
used in new road construction. 

A survey of 56 of the most important 
producers is made and shows that pro- 
duction of floor units has increased from 
110,000 cu. yd. in 1955, to 188,000 cu. yd. 
in 1959, but in the 1955 total for flooring, 
80,000 cu. yd. of decking for a bridge was 
included. 

It is interesting to note that during 1959 
in the United Kingdom the production of 
floor units by Concrete, Ltd., alone 
amounted to no less than 170,000 cu. yd. 

The position concerning bridge beams 
is, however, quite the reverse. 26,000 cu. 
yd. were made in the U.S.A. in 1955, 
rising to 229,000 cu. yd. in 1959. The 
United Kingdom production was only a 
fraction of this total. However, the 
amount of new road work that has taken 
place over the period in this country has 
been, comparatively, very small, but the 
indications are that it will increase out 
of all recognition over the next five years. 
Further, a series of standard bridge 
designs has now been produced by the 
Prestressed Concrete Group. It is ex- 
pected that they will be widely adopted 
by the various public authorities con- 
cerned with bridge construction on new 
roads, and as they allow a substantial 
element of standardisation in shuttering 
there is every likelihood that we are, in 
fact, on the brink of a major advance in 
the production of the heavier prestressed 
concrete elements.

WHITLOCK MANUFACTURING HYDRAULIC 
DREDGING BARGES 


PRODUCTION line for the manu- 
4\ facture of hydraulic dredgers has 
been laid down by Whitlock Bros., Ltd., 
Great Yeldham, Essex, who are nearing 
the completion of an order from the 
British Waterways Commission for 
these 50ft. barges. 

These dredger barges, designed by the 
company, are each provided with four 
hydraulically operated feet, which locate 
themselves on to the bed of the canal, 
enabling the barge to act as a solid plat- 
form. A large hydraulic grab removes 
the silt, etc.. from the canal bed and 


loads it into a barge alongside. The barge 
is then towed away and emptied by the 
Dinkum dredger which is propelled by 
a 22-h.p. Lister diesel engine. 

An enclosed cabin, fitted with a cooking 
and heating stove, is provided for the 
barge crew. The dredger operator is 
equally well-protected from the weather by 
a separate cab mounted in the bows. The 
grab slews through 180 degrees and is 
said to work to a depth of 12ft. under 
water, 

Floodlights and navigation lights are in- 
corporated, enabling the unit to work at 
night or in tunnels.

EDUCATIONAL BUILDING PROGRAMME 


Minister Answers Criticisms 


‘IR DAVID ECCLES, Minister of 

Education, said recently that with 
the total educational building pro- 
gramme now running at £100 million 
a year—the highest ever——it was unfair 
and made no sense to accuse the 
Government of “cutting” school build- 
ing. 

Sir David, who was opening the Downs 
County Secondary School, at Compton, 
Berkshire, stated: “If some enterprising 
boy, getting 2s. 6d. a week pocket money 
asked for 5s. and was given 3s. 6d. he 
could not expect much sympathy if he 
complained that his 5s. programme had 
been ‘cut’ by Is. 6d. But that is exactly 
what some of his elders and betters are 
Saying about school building. 

“Naturally local education authorities 
Put more schools on the list than they can 
expect to be allowed to build, so each 
year I saddle myself with the difficult job 
of selecting the ones that are most urgent. 
This method is troublesome but it is the 
fairest and most efficient. 


“Everyone knows that the Government 
has to put upper limits on the money 
that can be spent on all the building 
programmes under its control including 
the school building programmes. I could 
just cut the figure for the schools into 
slices and hand them round the local 
authorities leaving it to them to make the 
best use of their allocation. 


Very Unscientific 


“That would be very unscientific and 
the local authorities themselves would be 
the first to object to it. It is much more 
satisfactory to ask each authority to send 
me in advance a list of priorities. We can 
quickly agree which schools simply must 
be built to provide for children who other- 
wise would have no school at all. For the 
rest of the annual programmes we compare 
very carefully each authority's requests 
with those of all the others, and on the 
basis of relative needs decide which 
schools should be built. Nobody is in a 
position to do this job except the Ministry. 

“Obviously when we come, as we are 
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machines which determine the long-term 
settlements of foundations and can 
predict how much foundations will move 
in the course of 100 years. Their use 
helps to avoid faults in design which will 
give rise to cracking. 

There are also triaxle machines which 
test soil samples for strength, permea- 
meters which test the porosity of soil 
and solve problems concerned with 
the control of water, and a California 
bearing ratio machine to determine the 
varying strengths of soils on road and 
runway constructions. In addition there is 
a concrete cube crushing machine to aid 
the laboratory in its work on concrete 
mixes and strengths. 


Avon Gorge Investigation 


To date, the largest job carried out by 
the section has been a site investigation 
on behalf of the Bristol City Council in 
connection with the proposed new 
Cumberland Basin Flyover—a link in one 
of the Council’s ringroad schemes. Valued 
at about £5,000, the contract involved the 
drilling of holes in the bed of the Avon 
Gorge and through the remains of old 
docks. 

Other contracts have included the 
drilling of 28 holes on the line of a sewer 
in Sidcup, Kent; boring work to determine 
the level of ground water at the approach 
to the Blackwall Tunnel; investigations at 
Queensborough and St. Helens for 
Pilkington Bros.; and a contract for 
Blaw Knox at Hill Sea Gas Works. On 
this latter contract, the contractor was 
unable to put down a number of well- 
points and called in the section to drill 
65 holes in chalk so that these well-points 
could be sunk. 

Mr. O. Kipps, chief civil engineer, says 
that his section’s expansion is likely to 
be maintained, though consulting engineers 
must be persuaded to undertake more 
thorough site investigations.

EXHIBITION OF MATERIALS FOR 
HOSPITAL BUILDINGS 


Materials and equipment of good design 
currently used in hospital building are to 
be shown at a temporary exhibition to be 
staged at the London Building Centre from 
March 10 to April 8. The exhibition has 
been organised by a committee represent- 
ing the Ministry of Health, Regional Hos- 
pital Boards and others closely connected 
with hospital building. 

Among the display will be typical 
examples of a combined consulting/exam- 
ination room for an out-patient department, 
a four-bed ward for a medical or surgical 
ward unit and a student nurse bed-sitting 
room. 

Following the increase in capital sums 
available for hospital building, the Build- 
ing Centre intends to establish a permanent 
hospital section devoted to materials and 
equipment of particular interest to the 
sphere of hospital design and construction. 


PORT TALBOT BY-PASS ENQUIRY 


The Minister of Transport, has 
announced that a public inquiry will be 
held into his proposals to establish the 
lines of connecting roads between the 
proposed Port Talbot By-pass and the 
existing road network at Pentyla and 
Tan-y-Groes, and into the modifications 
to side roads necessitated by the by-pass. 
These connecting roads are to be construc- 
ted as special roads to limit their use to 
motorway traffic. 

The Minister is anxious that prepara- 
tions for the start of work on the by-pass 
should proceed with all possible speed. 
He has therefore arranged for the inquiry 
to be opened at the earliest practicable 
date, on Wednesday, April 19, 1961, in the 
Y.M.C.A. Hall, Station Road, Port Talbot.

HAMPSHIRE ROADS 
Minister Receives Deputation 


Mr. Ernest Marples, the Minister of 
Transport, last week saw a deputation of 
Hampshire Members of Parliament to dis- 
cuss the road programme in Hampshire. 

The deputation emphasised the need for 
an expanded road programme in Hamp- 
shire and pressed for an early start on the 
following schemes: Havant  By-pass, 
Chandlersford By-pass, Kingsworthy Link 
Road, Andover By-pass and Redbridge 
Flyover. 

The Minister agreed to consider care- 
fully the detailed arguments put forward 
by the deputation and to send them his 
views on them. If necessary, a further 
meeting would be held later. 
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PROPOSED ROUTE OF HENDON 
URBAN MOTORWAY 


Draft Scheme Published 


\f_ R. ERNEST MARPLES, Minister of 

Transport, has published a draft 
scheme to establish the line of the four- 
mile Hendon Urban Motorway, from 
Page Street to Brockley Hill, on the 
northern aproaches to London. The 
draft scheme also shows the route of a 
proposed link from the Motorway to the 
Great North Road (A.1) at Stirling 


Corner. 

The Minister has further invited the 
Hertfordshire County Council to survey 
a line for a 34-mile stretch of motorway 
from Brockley Hill to the present end of 
of the M.1 Motorway at Aldenham. 

These two schemes together would bring 
the southern terminal of M.1 to within 
eight miles of Marble Arch. 


The Route 


The route of the proposed Hendon 
Urban Motorway leaves Watford Way 
about 500 yards north of Five Ways 
Corner, Hendon, and follows a line on 
the east side of the Midland Region rail- 
way, passing under the Watford By-pass 
(Edgware Way) west of Apex Corner. It 
then sweeps round to cross the railway, 
passing to the north of Edgwarebury to a 
point on the London-Holyhead trunk road 
(A.5) at Brockley Hill Harrow, south of 
the Brockley Hill roundabout. Apart from 
the proposed link to A.1 at Stirling Corner, 
there will be no connections with other 
roads. 

Five Ways Corner is selected as the 
London end of the Urban Motorway, be- 
cause it is a convenient point for traffic 
using the existing Watford Way and 
Hendon Way into the City and West End, 
while these roads also provide feeders to 
the North Circular Road. 


The Minister’s consulting engineers, 
W. S. Atkins and Partners, have recom- 
mended this route after investigating four 
other alternative suggestions. It is con- 
sidered to be the only one capable of 
meeting traffic requirements and, since it 
runs for a considerable distance alongside 
the railway, will have the least possible 
disruptive effect on the urban community 
through which it passes. 

The advantage of constructing a new 
road as compared with improving existing 
roads is that, besides providing for greater 
capacity to meet the growth of traffic, 
local residents will be spared the incon- 
venience and danger of having through 
traffic on the roads fronting their property. 

The line of the proposed motorway to 
connect the Hendon Urban Motorway with 
the M.1 is not yet fixed; but the line which 
the Hertfordshire County Council has now 
been invited to survey runs roughly 
parallel to the A.4l. It is hoped to pub- 
lish the draft scheme later this year. A 
flyover junction will be provided near 
Brockley Hill between the Motorway and 
the A.4l. The detailed layout of this 
junction has not yet been decided, and it 
will be necessary to publish a further draft 
scheme indicating the proposals. 


Starting Date Uncertain 


Publication of the draft scheme for the 
Hendon Urban Motorway will give those 
affected an opportunity to make represen- 
tations to the Minister before the line is 
fixed. Further orders would be needed to 
authorise the alteration of side roads 
affected by either section of the motorway. 

Because of this and the time needed for 
engineering preparation and land acquisi- 
tion, it is not yet certain when work will 
start. It is hoped, however, that this will 
be possible within two to three years, 


HULL CITY SURVEYOR REPORTS SERIOUS 
STAFF SHORTAGE 


NOTHER municipal authority 

reports that the dire shortage of 
drawing office staff is holding up its 
construction work. Mr. William 
Morris, O.B.E., city engineer and sur- 
veyor of Hull, says in his recently 
published annual report for the year 
ended March 31, 1960, that the 
difficulty of obtaining suitably qualified 
technical staff remained and the result 
was reflected throughout the engineer- 
ing sections. 

States Mr. Morris: In the main drainage 
section, while much design work had 
proceeded, there were cases in which this 
work had been delayed by reason of the 
Necessity to concentrate the available 
staff on those contracts which were 
already under construction. 

In the bridges section, although detailed 
design work had commenced on the 
County Road North/South bridgeworks, 
the volume“of work in hand in connection 
with the construction of the new Drypool 
Bridge and the abolition of the Hessle 
Road (Dairycoates) level crossing together 
with a depleted staff made further design 
work impossible, and as a result the 
scheme had been placed with a firm of 
consultants. 

In the mechanical and electrical section 
the wide diversity of the new schemes 
which are now developing calls for a 
highly versatile technical staff. The schemes 
include major bridgeworks and pumping 
Station design, and outline plans covering 
the supply of a new asphalt plant, 


electrostatic precipitation plant, decorative 
lighting schemes, refuse disposal plant, 
much heating and lighting work of a con- 
ventional pattern and also a wide range of 
minor works. It may well be that the 
coming year will make unprecedented 
demands on this section and it is vitally 
important that the present staffing position 
should be maintained and under no 
circumstances permitted to deteriorate. 


Materials Supplies 


Generally, the materials supply situation 
remained satisfactory throughout the year, 
the exceptions being in the mechanical 
and electrical industry where the supply 
position had tended to harden, although 
this was not reflected unduly in the level 
of prices, and in the building industry 
where an acute’ shortage of bricks 
developed. The brick shortage was caused 
in part by the continued spell of fine 
weather which lasted throughout the 
spring and summer months together with 
several other contribitory factors which 
combined to exert a heavy demand on the 
brick manufacturers. 


Had it not been for the working 
arrangement with the London Brick Co., 
there is no doubt that the Corporation’s 
Housing Programme would have been 
seriously affected. This long-standing in- 
formal agreement between the Corporation 
and the London Brick Co., has since its 
inception rendered the Corporation an 
invaluable service in ensuring that 
adequate supplies of bricks are made 
readily available. 
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LONDON APPRENTICES’ 
PRIZEGIVING 


P= awarded to boys in the London 
_ area by the National Joint Apprentice- 
ship Board were recently presented by Sir 
Richard Coppock, C.B.E., general secretary 
of the National Federation of Building 
Trades Operatives. 

Referring to his long experience of the 
building industry, Sir Richard pointed out 
that fifty years ago such a meeting as the 
prizegiving ceremony would have been im- 
possible, because there was then no organi- 
sation in the industry. The system that 
had now been built up had taken many 
years of struggle and argument. 

The building industry, he said, was the 
basis of the nation’s prosperity, and when 
the industry was down there was poverty 
in many homes. 

Particularly addressing the apprentices, 
he told them that they could be the pro- 
gressive voice of art and architecture, 
and he appealed to them never to scamp 
their work or their building. The greatest 
prizes in the industry were won by com- 
munal effort, and there must be unity of 
purpose. They were not there to beat each 
other, but to help each other. 

Earlier Sir Richard was introduced by 
Mr. A. McCleery, chairman of the London 
Regional Joint Apprenticeship Committee, 
who announced that there had been an 
increase in the number of firms indentur- 
ing apprentices, and an increase of 34 per 
cent. in the intake of apprentices over 
the 1959 figures. 


“SEE HOW THEY GO” 


Major road construction schemes costing 
almost £12 million have been started in 
the past six months. And most of the 
spending will be on one project: the 19- 
mile motorway from Stafford By-pass to 
the Cheshire boundary. This will cost 
£7,313,000 and is due to be finished in 
October, 1962. 

More than £1 million is accounted for 
by three urban schemes—sections of the 
Bradford inner ring road; an underpass 
in Birmingham; and an extension of the 
coast road at Tynemouth, 

The British Road Federation’s 11th 
chart in its series, “See How They Go,” 
lists in coloured strip form these and all 
other road projects costing over £100,000 
which were started in England and Wales 
from July to December, 1960. It records 
locations, costs and estimated completion 
dates,

time or before—and which are behind 
schedule?

MICHELE SANMICHELI 
EXHIBITION AT R.I.B.A. 


An exibition of the work of the Italian 
architect and military engineer, Michele 
Sanmicheli, who died in 1959, is being 
held at the Royal Institute of British 
Architects until March 29. 

The exhibition, which was originally 
shown in Verona last summer, consists 
of photographs, drawings and plans, and 
wooden models and sections showing con- 
struction methods and the interiors of 
some of the buildings.

ADEQUATE ELECTRICAL INSTALLATIONS 


Campaign Among Builders ? 


- E must try to ensure that all 
domestic dwellings in the future 
contain adequate electrical installations, 
bearing in mind the effect of present-day 
and future building trends and techniques, 
particularly in multi-storey dwellings.” 
This was said at Harrogate recently by 
Mr. W. J. Jarvis, Assoc.I.E.E., A.M.B.I.M.. 
of the North Western Electricity Board, 
Manchester. He was speaking on the 
subject of “More Adequate Wiring” at the 
Electrical Development Association’s Sales 
Conference and suggested that a campaign 
among private house’ builders be 
inaugurated on the lines of one success 
fully undertaken in America recently. 


“In the case of local authority traditional 
dwellings,” said Mr. Jarvis, “can we. 
through the medium of service charges and 
the ‘Working Formula’, ensure that an 
adequate wiring system, capable of meeting 
present-day demand, is installed? 


“We have a difficult problem before us 
in ensuring that new dwellings built by 
private enterprise will contain at the 
time of purchase, adequate electric: 
installations. 


“We are all aware of the EDA 
publications for architects and builders. 
the data sheets which are available and 
the work put in by district personnel in 


keeping contact with architects and 
builders. Is this really enough? Are we 
achieving the desired results? It is 


suggested that in addition to our present 
efforts we should start a campaign similar 


in conception and character to the Gold 
Medallion Homes so successfully exploited 
in America.” 


During construction the houses were 
inspected to determine if Gold Medallion 
award requirements were being met. This 
close inspection was reported to have 
resulted in greater public acceptance of 
the scheme. Model homes were staffed by 
the companies’ representatives, home 
service advisors, and lighting engineers. 
and some of these homes had as many as 
10,000 visitors. 


“The Duke Power Co. expect 2,600 
Gold Medallion Homes will be completed 
by 1961, and they expect that these 2,600 
consumers will use more units than 13,000 
of their present average consumers,” 
concluded Mr. Jarvis.

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N.C.B. LAUNCHING BIGGEST EVER 
MECHANISATION DRIVE 


\ PEAKING at the ninth annual dinner 

of the Institution of Plant En- 
gineers held in London recently, Mr. 
ALFRED ROBENS, chairman, National 
Coal Board, said this year the Board 
was launching the biggest mechanisation 
drive in the history of the mining indus- 
try. At present 40 per cent. of coal 
produced was power loaded; his aim 
was to increase this figure to 80 per 
cent. Great strides were being made on 
the mechanisation side of the industry 
and modern automative methods invol- 
ving the use of electronics were being 
introduced. 


Mr. Robens made it clear that by 1965, 
g0 per cent. of the coal produced from 
British mines would be from pits that 
were either brand new or had been com- 
pletely reconstructed. This would result 
in both greater output and improved 
safety conditions, 


April Sales Campaign 


In April it was proposed to launch the 
largest sales campaign in the history of 
the mining industry and the Board’s 
technical service would be expanded with 
a view to ensuring that the plant user was 
getting the right kind of coal for his 
particular purpose. To this object more 
attention to the blending of coals was 
necessary. Within the next year or two, 
output was expected to rise from 180 
million tons to 200 million tons and 
arrangements were being made for 140 
million tons of this increased output to 
be blended. 


Mr. Robens was confident that the coal 
industry would remain the largest industry 
in the country, but “people will consume 
coal for economic reasons and not for 
idealistic reasons.”” As chairman of the 
National Coal Board he was a leader of 
a team but that team extended beyond 
the Board to all those who were in a 
position to influence the kind of fuel to 
be consumed and in this field there was 
no more responsible a body in _ the 


country that 
Engineers. 

In his response Mr. E. C. STEVENS, 
president of the Institution, wished Mr. 
Robens every success in his new appoint- 
ment as chairman of the Board. He felt 
sure that Mr. Robens would use his skill 
and knowledge to persuade those present 
that “‘coal is best.” Mr. Stevens said that 
the plant engineer in industry needed to 
collect facts, to weigh and assess them so 
as to advise on a course of action. Such an 
engineer needed to be a technologist, an 
economist and a clairvoyant. There was a 
serious risk that there seemed to be too 
many specialists and a real danger in that 
there might arise a shortage of those who 
had the ability to apply the skills of 
specialists. 

The Works or Plant Engineer needed 
to have at least some knowledge of every- 
thing that went on in his works or factory; 
it was important for him to know how to 
obtain and how to use the many specialised 
resources available to him. Education was 
a serious problem; it should be founded on 
the broadest possible basis and it was 
unfortunate that, except perhaps at 
university level, no course existed which 
taught the training in fundamentals so 
essential to a plant engineer. 

Mr. Stevens said that, “The implemen- 
tation of the Government’s White Paper: 
‘Better Opportunities in Technical Edu- 
cation’ heralded much needed improve- 
ments in the system, and he hoped that 
the chance would be taken to provide for 
the needs of the Plant Engineer.”

Greater Use of Power 


In conclusion, the president said that 
prosperity could be measured by the 
extent to which power was used. Every 
year marked an increase in the amount of 
power per operator in industry and the 
rate of increase needed to be much 
greater if this country were to be counted 
among the leaders of world industry. He 
concluded by remarking that never before 
did the times demand such an increased 
awareness and broadened outlook as at 
present. 


BRITISH STANDARDS 
Clayflue Linings and Chimney Pots 


OW that closed appliances are rapidly 
4‘ replacing open fires in many parts of 
the country, as a result of the implementa- 
tion of the Clean Air Act, attention has 
again been focused on the problem of 
condensation in flues, It is with the object 
of easing this problem that B.S.1181 has 
been revised. 

Most domestic flues in this country are 
still lined by the centuries-old pargeting 
method. While often satisfactory for open 
fires, this method will not do for the new, 
closed fires, say the Committee of Experts 
who revised B.S.1181. The reason is this: 
closed appliances send heat into the room, 
rather than up the chimney and as a 
result, the flue gases are much cooler than 
those from an open fire and condensation is 
therefore liable to occur in the flue. If it 
soaks into the surrounding brickwork, it 
can do a lot of damage. 

The kind of clay linings laid down in 
this revised edition (B.S.1181:1961) of 
B.S.1181 can prevent condensation escap- 
ing. Since more and more closed heating 
appliances are likely to be used as the 
years go by, the B.S.I. Committee hopes 
that builders, with one eye on the future, 
will use clay linings even where open fires 
are proposed at present. 

When B.S.1181 was first published in 
1944, under the title, “Clay flue linings and 


chimney pots suitable for open fires”, it 
was intended to interest the building indus- 
try in flue linings, use of which, it was 
believed, would help towards simple, rapid 
construction of houses. The title of the 
new edition does not refer to open fires 
and the emphasis throughout the standard 
is on linings for closed fires, rather than 
open ones. 

Three types of fireclay and terracotta 
flue linings are now specified (compared 
with two in the previous edition). Each 
type embraces two patterns for use in 
circular or square flues and four of the 
given patterns are either rebated or 
socketed. Linings with rebated or socketed 
joints are easier to erect than the butt 
ended type and they also prevent the 
escape of condensation. However, there is 
still such a demand for the 9in. square and 
93in. diameter butt ended liners, for use 
with open fires, that these are also included 
in the standard. 

Three patterns of chimney pot are 
given, for use with the flue linings. The 
pot for use with unlined flues, given in the 
previous edition of the standard, has been 
omitted. Price 5s.

IMPROVEMENT CONTRACT 


HE Liverpool-Preston- Leeds Trunk 
Road, A.59, is to be improved for a 
distance of 14 miles from the Lancashire 


boundary to north east of Sawley Brow, 
Yorkshire. 


Mr. Ernest Marples, Minister of Trans- 
port, has approved a contract for the work 
to be carried out at the cost of £205,205 
by Robert McGregor and Sons Ltd., and 
to be completed by September, 1962. 


The existing road winds its way along 
the bank of the River Ribble and has sub- 
sided in places. The improvement will 
provide a more direct route with a carriage- 
way 33ft. wide and hardened verges. 
Gradients will be reduced by cuttings and 
embankments and there will be a new link 
road leading to Sawley Village. 


The scheme has been designed and will 
ibe supervised by West Riding County 
Council (county engineer and surveyor: 
Col. S. Maynard Lovell, O.B.E., T.D., 
M.1.C.E.). 


MORE CIVIL ENGINEERING TO 
BENEFIT COMMUNITY 


“There are two ways in which the civil 
engineering industry could do more with 
benefit to the community”, said Mr. W. G. 
Mitchell, C.B.E., president of the Federa- 
tion of Civil Engineering Contractors, at 
the recent annual dinner of the Federa- 
tion’s Scottish Section in Glasgow 


“Firstly, there is need for a much greater 
drive in construction works for services 
such as road improvements, water, sewer- 
age and flood prevention. There is a 
tendency for these works to get out of 
balance with industrial and commercial 
development, which, if not tackled soon, 
will cause overloading and possible break- 
down of these services. The industry has 
spare capacity for such work. 


“Secondly, contractors should be given 
an opportunity to compete for works now 
carried out by direct labour organisations 
without competition. A virile competitive 
civil engineering industry at home is an 
essential base from which to advance to 
works overseas.” 


TOXIC SUBSTANCES IN 
FACTORY ATMOSPHERES 


Changes in the maximum permissible 
concentrations of toxic substances in fac- 
tory atmospheres are published as an 
amendment to the list appearing in “Toxic 
Substances in Factory Atmospheres”, a 
Safety, Health and Welfare booklet issued 
by the Ministry of Labour last year.* 


The figures of maximum permissible 
concentration given in the booklet are 
based on those formulated by the American 
Conference of Governmental Industrial 
Hygienists, and this first amendment brings 
these figures up to date. Also included is 
an explanatory note on the basis of the 
figures and the manner in which they 
should be interpreted. 


The booklet, which was published in 
April 1960, gives information about cer- 
tain dusts and fumes likely to be injurious 
to health or cause discomfort if the figure 
of maximum permissible concentration is 
exceeded. It also describes various practic- 
able measures for protection against in- 
halation of dust and fume. 


The explanatory note points out that 
the figures should not be regarded as fine 
lines between safe and dangerous concen- 
trations. They are designed to be used 
as guides in the control of health hazards, 
and continuing attention is necessary to 
ensure that atmospheric concentration in 
the factory is kept as low as practicable.

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C. T. BRUNNER ADDRESSES INTERNATIONAL 
ROAD CONFERENCE 


‘* Threat of Decay of City Centres” 


" ITH the world near to witnessing 
human space travel, it is 


ridiculous for cities to conform to 
patterns suitable only for horsedrawn 
vehicles,’ declared Mr. C. T. Brunner 
recently in Sydney, Australia. 

Mr. Brunner, vice-chairman of the 
British Road Federation and a director of 
Shell-Mex and B.P., was giving a “key- 
note” speech—-on Road Transport in the 
Evolving City Region—at the Pacific 
Regional Conference of the International 
Road Federation. 

Dealing with the threat of the decay of 
city centres, he said: “The city is in the 
position of a seller of services seeking 
customers. Only if these services are 
readily accessible will the surrounding 
population continue to give the city their 
custom. There is absolutely nothing which 
compels people to take their custom to a 
particular city or, for that matter, to any 
city. The shops of one city are in com- 
petition with those of other cities—and the 
area of choice is much enlarged now that 
the motor car is so commonly used—as 
well as with any shops which are or may 


come to be established outside the city 
limits. Here, in fact, is the reason for 
the growth of extra-urban_ shopping 


centres, which are most common in the 
United States; the strength and drawing 
power of these is that they provide easy 
parking facilities and take full advantage 
of the desire of people to use their cars 
when shopping... . 

“If the city is to live and prosper, the 
only course is to modify the city environ- 
ment to allow the easy use of motor 
vehicles.” 


London’s Problems 


Outlining the enormous traffic problems 
of London, Mr. Brunner said that “as early 
as 1580 a proclamation of Queen Elizabeth 


the First attempted to check further 
growth around London, and soon after- 
wards legislation was introduced ‘to 


restrain the excessive and superfluous use 
of the coach’.” 
In a plea for the 


building of urban 





motorways he said: “Only by building 
such roads, together with adequate off- 
street parking garages at the centre, will 
large towns be able to maintain their 
position in face of competition from out- 
of-town business and shopping areas. . . 


“The modern city region is a complex 
of people and houses, shopping and busi- 
ness centres, organically related through 
the medium of communications. The com- 
munications system is the vital link and 
if this breaks down the organic body is 
likely to decay; its lifeblood is the move- 
ment of people and goods.” 

Other points from Mr. Brunner’s speech 
were: Each weekday morning, between 
7 and 10 o’clock, some 1,270,000 people 
enter the central area. 1,050,000 travel 
by Underground or rail, and 100,000 by 
bus. Private transport carries the remain- 
ing 120,000. Furthermore the crush on 
the railways has got worse over the years; 
thus between 1956 and 1960, while the 
number of trains increased by less than 
4 per cent., the number of passengers rose 
by nearly 12 per cent. Many people find 
it difficult to remember when they last 
had a seat. 

Traffic Congestion 

Whereas in all urban areas in Britain 
average point-to-point speed is about 20 
m.p.h., in central London traffic speed is 
as low as 6 m.p.h., and over a wide area 
only 10 m.p.h. In many main streets at 
peak hours 45 per cent. of journey time 
is spent halted. 

On Parking 

Last year about 50,000 vehicles, includ- 
ing 30,000 for long periods, were daily 
parked in the streets of central London, 
occupying 100 miles of kerb space. No 
modern city can hope to meet all its park- 
ing requirements at the kerbside, yet 
the provision of parking facilities in British 
cities has so far made quite inadequate 
progress. 

Control Over Building 

Central London has seen a considerable 
extension of office accommodation over 
the past 10 years. Some degree of in-

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dustrial decentralisation has been achieveg 
and this has been reflected in a net de. 
crease of about 4,000 factory employees 
per year, but the office problem ‘has 
remained largely untouched. The annual 
increase in office employees in central 
London has been about 19,000. There is 
in fact, in Britain, no national policy fo; 
the location of new offices similar to that 
for guiding industrial development. 


Prime Function 


“Nowadays,” declared Mr. Brunner 
“Governments are often inclined to empha. 
sise social and welfare development pro- 
grammes and it must therefore be the 
prime function of the International Road 
Federation, both to point to the economic 
value of roads, and to demonstrate the 
part they play in determining the quality 
of social life, As its motto says: ‘Better 
roads mean better living’.” 


ANOTHER MAJOR PROJECT 
COMPLETED IN SNOWY SCHEME 


A major phase of the Snowy Mountains 
Hydro-Electric Scheme in south-east 
Australia was completed recently with the 
raising of a gate at the Tantangara Dam. 
The gate is at one end of a 104 mile tunne! 
which two American construction com- 
panies have been driving since June, 1958. 
They finished it five months ahead of 
schedule and created a world tunnelling 
record in the process. 

The tunnel carries water under the 
mountains from Tantangara Dam to Lake 
Eucumbene. From there it will flow to 
a 14-mile tunnel now under construction 
to the Tumut Pond Dam and help activate 
the turbines of five power stations down 
the Tumut River. The water will then 
join the Murrumbidgee’ River near 
Gundagai and be used for irrigation. 


KHARTOUM CONTRACT FOR 
MARPLES RIDGWAY 


Marples, Ridgway (Sudan), Ltd., P.O. 
Box 956, Khartoum, have been awarded a 
contract worth £ Sudanese 219,000 by the 
Khartoum Municipal Council for exten- 
sions to the town’s sewerage system. 

Work on the contract is about to com- 
mence and is expected to take about 12 
months. It covers the laying of 45,000 
lm. of 100mm. to 300mm. diameter 
asbestos-cement sewer pipes and rising 
mains. The consulting engineers are 
Howard Humphreys and Sons _ (East 
Africa), P.O. Box 30156, Nairobi, Kenya. 


EXTENSION TO GHANA’S 
LUXURY HOTEL 


To meet the increasing demand for 
hotel accommodation in the capital city 
of Accra, Ghana, an extension wing to the 
luxury Ambassador Hotel is to be built by 
Taylor Woodrow (Ghana), Ltd. 

The new building for Ghana Hotels 
(I.D.C.), Ltd., will be completed in 15 
months. The design conforms in general 
appearance with the architectural style of 
the original hotel (completed by Taylor 
Woodrow in 1957), but with variations in 
planning and finishes in keeping with the 
new trends of hotel management. Sleeping 
accommodation will be provided for a 
further 96 visitors.

( PENED to traffic in 1960 some 

months ahead of schedule, the 
3,410ft. long Troms6 Bridge in Norway 
crosses the Troms6 Sound, linking the 
town with the mainland. From the 
square in Troms6é the bridge runs 
straight for 3,024ft., rising to 136ft. 
above sea level at the centre span, and 
runs down to the mainland in a gradual 
curve. 

The carriageway on the land approaches 
to the bridge is supported by a single line 
of columns, while the beams over the 
Sound are carried on pairs of columns 
combined into a frame _ structure, with 
cross beams at the top and 18ft. above the 
level of the water. Double pairs of 
supports at the centre of the bridge carry 
the centre spans. All the columns are of 
precast prestressed concrete, and have a 
circular section, a wall thickness of 8in. 
and an outside diameter of 3ft. 9in. The 
double supports at the centre are solid. 
The other pairs are solid up to the lower 
of the cross beams and the single piers up 
to 9ft. 10in. above the mean water level. 

Ordinary concrete foundations are used 
on land. In the Sound the foundation 
consists of 12in. x 12in. precast concrete 
piles driven 40ft. into the ground. In all 
about 600 piles have been used. 

The centre section of the bridge, con- 
sisting of a 263ft. main span and two. side 
spans of 80ft., is constructed of pre- 
stressed concrete according to the Dywidag 
system. The side spans are cast on normal 
fixed formwork and the central span is 
carried out as a free cantilevered con- 
struction without the use of fixed 
scaffolding. The cantilevers project freely 
from the bearings on either side of the 
middle opening and meet in the centre. 

Construction progressed in 10ft. sections 
with each section anchored by Dywidag 
prestressing cables to that part of the 
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cantilevers already cast. As a result of 
this method it was possible to keep the 
busy sailing channel open for navigation 
all the time the building was in progress.
